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nbc news continues to report the 1980 democratic national convention here is john chancellor and the 
convention at this hour with the big debate scheduled to start about an hour and a half is still considering the 
general question of the rules the changes in the rules that have been proposed to this convention and they'll 
be voted on later this afternoon in the meantime the while this is going on the carter people and the kennedy 
people are out on the floor the carter people trying to keep their people in line their delegates in line the 
kennedy force is trying to break them loose and tom brokaw is with one kennedy floor leader from california 
tom this is ron brown who is the manager of kennedy's california campaign and is one of the top hands in his 
convention operation here despite his cool demeanor he's a very busy man down here in the fore you came 
into this convention short of votes i presume you're still about 100 short i think we're about 100 short maybe 
a little less we're very encouraged what we see on the floor here we had always anticipated that when 
delegates got here understood the gravity of the charge before them tonight that they would think long and 
hard well now what encourages you i think i'm encouraged by particularly some contacts i've had with some 
of the southern delegations uh whether a large number of people who really in their hearts believe that ted 
kennedy was the best but thought that they would vote for for a southerner uh in passing through virginia and 
florida particularly just a few minutes ago we think there's going to be some movement there uh we think that 
we are holding all of our people firmly uh and we are we're still hopeful that that we can win on this rules fight 
you've been getting a lot of notes and a lot of phone calls and a lot of people coming after you and say 
they've got one or two of our soft carter folks off the floor here what are the carter people coming in here and 
holding in the line fairly hard on you there's no question there's been a lot of intimidation through this whole 
process uh an incumbent president of the united states has a good deal of power a good deal of chits that he 
can pass out and they're certainly doing that now it obviously has an impact we hope that people will look at 
the issues and look at the records and uh and we're hopeful that we're going to prevail if you don't prevail 
tonight is it a wise idea for senator kennedy to carry this all the way through the nomination process on 
wednesday night we're committed absolutely to being here on the floor on tuesday uh to argue the issues 
that we've been discussing over the last 10 months of 
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discussing over the last 10 months of this campaign uh senator kennedy has indicated he's going to carry 
that fight himself and we expect that that will happen and his name will go on nomination we certainly expect 
it will and would you be able to work for jimmy carter after this convention i think we're interested in 
nominating ted kennedy now we'll cross that bridge when we come to it all right thank you very much ron 
brown one of the top kennedy hands in charge of california operation where there has been a fair amount of 
activity but what you'll get what 20 votes out of here do you think i think we'll probably do that then it could 
get better there are a lot of discussions going on now and uh we're in constant contact with other states on 
the floor and so we're still hopeful all right john chancellor mark that down ron brown says they'll get an 
additional 20 votes out of california let's use that as one of our measuring sticks well we'll know before long 
tom um the congress is not very heavily represented at this convention i think there are about eight senators 


and about 50 some odd members of the house here that's not a lot although they can come here if they're 
elected to congress and do just about anything that a delegate delegate can do but vote and david brinkley is 
with one member of congress now on our famous balcony david thank you we're here with congressman tom 
downey who is from long island right you were one of the early risers on the rule f8c right that's correct how 
does it look to you now well it doesn't look good does it well it doesn't uh look great i mean it would be we'd 
like to say that we're 100 or 200 votes ahead well if it's not great how would you characterize it well medium i 
would say it's medium i would think we're within 50 or 100 votes certainly there was some movement today 
in some of the state delegations uh which has excited us i've been visiting the various delegations so it it's 
not an impossible task by any means how do you answer the carter statement that if the delegates are not 
going to vote as they were instructed to vote in the primaries why have the primary what's the answer to that 
that that point has been debated all day i support the president well i would say very simply we expect him to 
vote for whomever they are pledged to the 
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for whomever they are pledged to the rules as you know in 76 nominated president carter and we think those 
rules should uh exist today very simply uh the people who are pledged to people should vote for them but 
they shouldn't be literally shackled to their chair so that if they don't vote for that particular person they're 
removed i mean it really makes a delegate impervious to any change that might take place from the day of 
the primary to the day of the convention which doesn't make a whole lot of sense they aren't actually going to 
shuffle anybody as we understand it or clothesline them as you mentioned before no but they essentially 
their vote is taken away from me uh i support the president i tend to support him whether he comes out of an 
open or a closed convention but he has to understand that a lot has happened to him since the end of the 
primary since the beginning of the primary process and when i saw him a couple of weeks ago i told him that 
the liberal wing of this party is very upset they're looking for an excuse to leave him not to give him that 
excuse to be reaffirmed by this assemblage here and i think he'd come out of this much stronger candidate 
that he's refused well he has and uh i can understand that too he's gone through the primary process he 
understands that he's got his supporters here and he doesn't want to give in on that point but it's a terrible 
mistake does it embarrass you at all that almost all of the leaders in this rules fight have in past years taken 
the other side well it doesn't matter politics is un makes for strange bedfellows and as was mentioned before 
when you don't have the facts you argue the law and when you don't have the law you argue the facts i think 
the kennedy people certainly are somewhat suspect when they talk about this rule when you consider some 
of their important people were the very ones that fought for the f3c i don't suffer that disability uh i i plainly 
think the president's got to recognize that he cannot win uh the presidency without a strong showing in new 
york and pennsylvania and michigan and to do that he can't leave these people who are the front line 
soldiers the party out in the cold who happen to be kennedy delegates all right mr downey thank you 
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delegates all right mr downey thank you thanks very much john not all the action at this democratic 
convention is taking place on the podium or on the convention floor some of it is taking place here in 
madison square garden just off the convention floor very close to it but in what we call the command post 
area just off the convention floor douglas kiker and judy woodruff are covering that part of the convention for 
us doug is anything going on down there yeah they're threatening to throw us out of here it's a very tight 
space we understood and understand that we have written permission to be here the kennedy trailers and 
the carter trailers are side by side i was about to go in the air a few minutes ago and big beefy guy came in 
and said get this equipment out of here and we said well you know we're supposed to be here and now this 
group behind us here is negotiating on whether or not we can stay or whether or not we can go we've been 
threatened to have our cables cut i think it's a symbol of just how disorganized it can be on the opening day 
of a convention there are many many more people here than they expected to have in this rather tight area 
and the security people are nervous there are hundreds and hundreds of security uh people who are who are 
peopling who are running up and down this perimeter area here and uh you know they're upset they're 
nervous we're going to stick it out we may end up like john chancellor in 64 somewhere in custody but we're 


staying here as long as we can judy woodruff and doug are now back to john chancellor uh not quite in 
custody doug at all but we'll keep an eye on you we'll get you somewhere that kind of thing tends to take 
place at democratic conventions i think a little more than republican conventions and david it seems to me 
that it takes place in smaller auditoriums than it uh more than it does in larger places well it also takes place 
on the first day whenever all the security people are nervous and they're not quite sure yet who is supposed 
to be there who isn't which badge is good for what you took mine off yes and they don't quite know what to 
do 
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yes and they don't quite know what to do so they resolve it in their own favor and kick you out yeah to get 
into madison square garden we had and quite properly we had our baggage x-rayed this afternoon our notes 
looked through and all that they we are having a number of distinguished and important guests here this 
evening and late this afternoon and the secret service has already been through here as they say sweeping 
it making sure that uh this is a safe place there's nothing wrong with that but sometimes it can get a little tight 
it can get a little squeaky and tempers do get a little bit frayed even on the first day we'll be back with more of 
this story after this [Music] lloyd democrats up to this point here in madison square garden have been 
conducting shall i say routine business with very few exciting moments if eddie jessica savage is on the 
platform for us and is keeping track of what is happening there jessica david i am standing here with hugh 
cannon who is one of the parliamentarians for this convention and as it seems at this point the trains are 
running on time in fact the trains here at this convention may be running a little bit anead of schedule they 
are a little bit ahead of schedule now this morning in the rules committee there was agreement on a number 
of items which eliminated some controversy that could have come up at the beginning of the convention the 
credentials report as you know was adopted almost without comment and we have agreed to go to 6 30 to 
have the debate on fc3 or 11h at a time certain since we've more or less taken care of the preliminary items 
on the agenda the chair in a few minutes will call for temporary recess until 6 15 so that there not be any 
intervening business before we go to fc3 at 6 30. does that mean everybody is free to go home or free to 
take a break or free to get some coffee or whatever they better not go too far because a lot will happen 
between now and 6 
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between now and 6 30 but we will not take any more action now for about an hour almost you can and one of 
the parliamentarians here telling us that uh they're about to take a break at the democratic convention we're 
about to take a break here on the podium and go to douglas kiker on the floor dog simon congressman paul 
simon of illinois a kennedy delegate one of the few kennedy delegates in illinois when the votes in the 
primary were counted kennedy got 16 delegates carter got 163. now congressman simon illinois is 
interesting on this floor because we have had widely varying opinions as to how many carter delegates will 
defect tonight and vote with kennedy on the uh rules issue harder people are saying only five to ten will 
defect you're saying more how many well first of all i wouldn't put it in those terms i don't think it's defecting 
from carter to vote for an open convention rule the people that i know who are going to be voting for an open 
convention rule plan to remain with carter as a presidential candidate i think as of right now they're probably 
about 30. that many that's my guess as of right now but no one has any solid figures now the fact that the 
guesses range from your 30 to the carter's people perhaps 10. one of the reasons there is this wide variety 
right now is that we are told that mayor jane byrne of chicago who is a strong kennedy supporter has come 
to new york that some of her people are here lobbying many of these delegates trying to get them to vote on 
the kennedy side on the issue tonight is this political pressure that's being put on some of the delegates here 
are they promising patronage jobs i see a lady behind you not in her head well i i frankly don't know what is 
when i give you a figure 30 it is without any efforts on the part of mayor byrne now if mayor byrne can 
persuade uh additional delegates uh you know that that would be a plus but whether any jobs are being 
promised or anything like that i frankly don't know thank you very much congressman paul can i just speak 
behind you a lady here madam can you give us your name 
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madam can you give us your name patrisco and you're a delegate yes and are you feeling some pressure 
from the burned people yes we have and uh i'll tell you who to talk to really who the little girl up there donna 
mateak she can tell you exactly what happened will you tell me right now what's going on cut throat politics is 
what it's all about it really is for example they promised her everything they're whining they're dining here 
they promised her a job they've done everything they can to sway her she's not going she's not just going to 
do it can you tell us you've talked to her can you tell her what they promised her what kind of a job no i don't 
know what kind of a job but they did promise her a job she's from cook county yes she is so therefore she 
would be influenced or could be pressured by the people that's right okay we'll go talk to her thank you very 
much okay now back up to david brinkley thank you we'd like to hear more about that and will theodore white 
teddy white our old friend has been uh watching these proceedings a certain license i would say that he was 
in a uh cut velvet wing chair watching by the light of a whale oil lamp has had some some thoughts is going 
on to our porch and is going to tell them to john chancellor john uh teddy we've heard so much about reform 
uh and so many people use that word in so many different ways and have in the in the democratic party what 
are your views on reform and the party as of the moment as with a moment i'm very irritated john a reef this 
party has been reformed and re-reformed and reformed again over the past 20 years so now it's reached a 
point of absurdity they're going to debate a power struggle in terms of principle in just a few minutes now the 
principle is who is a delegate responsible to now if you want to look over there at the michigan delegation 
that's a state of 9 million people only 43 000 democrats were qualified to vote in the caucus of michigan only 
16 000 came but uh 
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only 16 000 came but uh they have nine million people to speak for they had to pay to vote in michigan well 
most of them did yes if you want to get to another city there's wisconsin the people who sit there for 
wisconsin uh 75 of them were elected both by republicans and democrats and wayfarers anybody who 
happened to be passing through wisconsin on that primary day and said he planned to stay for more than 
two weeks could ask for a ballot then you get the place where we're standing which is madison square 
garden just a shade off the famous silk stocking or 18th district nobody's name was on the ballot in new york 
just kennedy and carter and then 300 people got together on the east side there and they had a slate which 
was a contest between uh those three people decided between a slate headed by arthur schweizinger a 
great historian and a coalition of how shall i say gay activists and school teachers the gay activists and the 
school teachers none of whose names were on any ballot now control the five kennedy delegates from 18th 
congressional and i can take you step by step across this arena and say to you the reforms have made it 
incomprehensible except the professionals scholars and professors and i think it's time the congress of the 
usa made a uniform primary law so we knew what was going on down there before we get onto that can i 
just say a good word for reform half of these people are female they've got a lot more blacks they've done 
pretty well in terms of party reforms on those matters haven't they teddy well yes next time we'll qualify that 
too wait a minute don't go away because what you're saying is that the a lot of these delegates really aren't 
all that representative of the will of the 19 million uh democrats as we've heard does this country any good to 
strip it up into little bits i've just heard from jerry dougherty of the massachusetts delegation and he said a 
one-eyed mitchell because he's more he's handicapped has more of a chance of being a delegate than the 
person elected by his district i don't like what they did in new york giving so and so many percent to 
hispanics without defining what hispanic is so is 
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without defining what hispanic is so is 20 to blacks without defining whether black is i don't like my country 
being torn apart by the reform rules of this country into our heritages and yours and mine differ also we are 
all americans and that was the idea of reform in the beginning it was bring us together the rules of this 
convention and the republican convention both parties are equally guilty well this one's slightly more uh of 
dividing us up rather than bringing us together and uh i think it needs more thought we know it's going to 


happen right now kennedy and carter are going for each other's jugular but they're going to talk about what is 
the meaning of representative government what is a delegate responsible for or to whom to his conscience 
or to his people great issues are involved and i think we ought to be listening in shortly daddy what do you 
think in in terms of 1984 you don't like this process almost everybody i have talked to here doesn't like the 
process too many primaries too long and in the end maybe not good how would you reform it sorry how 
would you change it i would have the congress pass a uniform primary law so the rules are the same in 
every state so that we debate the thing as a national debate and not in the closed rooms where these rules 
have been made and remade and remade again as i say for 20 years i want a national congressional act on 
primary representation and do you think that delegates now this is your opinion theodore h white on nbc do 
you think the delegates should be free and sovereign once they arrive at a convention if their name is on the 
ballot yes only 18 percent of these people had their name on any public ballot they were chosen in back 
rooms you must realize that as a man who runs as a delegate pledged to somebody his name is there he's 
got the right to change is not mine he was chosen by his people but a man who was never on a ballot was 
chosen in a back room or a 
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ballot was chosen in a back room or a caucus of 300 people is pledged i think that i don't mean to take sides 
are trying to be neutral i think a man who is chosen by a reform boss owes his loyalty to that reform boss not 
to the people teddy thank you very much it's always refreshing and very good well said thank you david well i 
told you teddy white had some thoughts and there they were gary gudley has found the young woman 
delegate here who is said to have been offered jobs and all sorts of benefits to switch her vote garrick here in 
the illinois delegation with donna matteo and a lot of people trying to run by us the uh story of course here we 
were talking a moment ago about some of the efforts which are allegedly being made by the kennedy 
campaign to get some of the carter delegates to shift on the key rules though tonight donna mateo you said 
that some of the mayor burns people mayor byron being a kennedy supporter they've entertained you and 
they've talked about a job possibly or put other kinds of enticements before you and what's been your 
reaction well from the beginning i've been a carter supporter and i worked for president carter in the illinois 
primary and my position has been the same all the way down the line i oppose an open convention it is not 
fair i was elected by the people my vote total was 41 000 and i'm opposed to it and what kind of contacts 
have you had from mayor burns organization here in new york well i was offered a job if i would consider to 
vote for an open convention what kind of a job that was not specific who was talking to you who offered you 
the job uh actually it was a friend of mine who is now working with uh mayor byrne and her organization what 
was the name of the friend what position did he occupy i really would prefer not to give that because the 
reason we if you can give it to us we can go and not talk 
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can give it to us we can go and not talk to him and and get all of this straight he may not even be here 
anymore after after the offer was made and it was denied i'm sure he left how did you feel about being 
offered this job well i i expected something like that to happen i mean you're from cook county i'm from cook 
county a lot of people here are from cook county this is the way things are done they're all right i expected 
something like that but at the same time i i know how i feel and i Know how i'm going to vote and that still has 
not changed donna mateo illinois delegate sticking with carter thank you very much now up to david brinkley 
in the booth thank you i cannot believe that in american politics anyone has been offered a job in return for a 
vote have you ever heard of anything like that happening actually i'm from chicago david one recorded case 
of that uh a number of years ago uh one hesitates to endorse something like that of course we have a man 
named john white of albany georgia who is uh according to the associated press he's a georgia delegate and 
he offered to sell his vote this afternoon to whichever side would pay his way to and from new york i do not 
know if that's true about mr white but this is what it says on the associated press i gather maybe things like 
that happen from time to time at conventions hard to believe but um okay we'll be back in a moment [Music] 
the convention is amazingly running ahead of itself uh i don't think i can recall when a convention has 


vamped for time but for the next uh 35 minutes or 45 minutes this convention will be in formal recess the 
delegates probably won't leave the hall what we're waiting for is the big moment at 6 30 when they begin 
debating the proposed binding delegate rule and they promised 
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binding delegate rule and they promised both sides the kennedys and the carters compromised and said not 
later than 6 30 not before 6 30 eastern time and so at 6 30 right on the dot i gather it will begin in the 
meantime the many important democrats are still here including one who caused a little bit of puzzlement a 
week or so ago governor ella grasso of connecticut she seemed to come out for the against the rule binding 
the delegates then the next day that seemed to be clarified and she was for it and she's with jessica savage 
now and i'd like to know where governor grasso stands john we've been talking about that and some of the 
misconceptions about exactly how the governor did feel about an open convention i think the best way to get 
it explained is to ask the governor herself governor what about the misconception did you say you did not call 
for an open convention rather that the president should release his delegates no at no point did i call for an 
open convention i've always been in favor of the rule would vote for the rule and suggested that the president 
released his delegates because i thought that would be a gesture towards unification of the party in a very 
very difficult time now releasing delegates does not necessarily mean the convention would be over no it 
doesn't because that comes after all of the rule taking and that's part of the rule do you still feel that way 
should the president as a gesture right now looks like he's ahead say all right i'll release my delegates not 
today i think things have gone too long too far i think we better have a showdown you say things have gone 
too long and too far elaborate just a little bit for me the uh whole pre-convention activity has been tense it's 
been fraught with activity on the part of the candidacy of senator kennedy he's determined to go his way and 
i think the president better stay there governor elle grasso this is jessica savage on the podium thank you 
jessica at the waldorf astoria hotel where the kennedy headquarters is located they still insist they expect 
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is located they still insist they expect or at least hope to win the vote tonight jim cummins is there and has a 
report jim david senator kennedy's administrative assistant rick burke just told me the senator is still in his 
suite and still talking to delegates he's telephoning them on the floor burke said the senator is also 
rehearsing his platform speech for tomorrow night the top man in senator kennedy's campaign political 
director paul kirk has confirmed their last count shows them 110 votes short of what they need to win an 
open convention but kirk predicted they would win that vote anyway here's more of what he said a few 
moments ago in a news conference two floors below us all day long we've had encouraging meetings 
encouraging caucuses i think there are a lot of sleeping surprises ready to wake up as we go down the hall 
here at madison square garden we had surprises here in new york for a lot of the democrats the american 
people back in march the happy warriors are heading down to give them another surprise this evening we're 
off to the night tuesday night and on to the nomination what kind of surprises are left what kind of surprises 
could we left at this point the surprises are that a lot of the people with whom we've talked i think have been 
able to make their expression of indication tonight that they may not be willing to make to the media or others 
because the particular measure they're voting on has some intimidating factors in it and we're encouraged by 
what we've received as signs of support on the rule to keep the convention kirk said to look for those 
surprises during the first half of the roll call tonight he says that's when things will start breaking our way 
david well there are many here in the hall who really don't agree with the kennedy position that they have a 
chance to win the vote but nevertheless kennedy has been running a a campaign for a long time it really 
would not make much sense for him to give up at the last hour whether he expects to win or lose he the logic 
would call for him now to go through with it and see what happens and he will john well i'm just looking 
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and he will john well i'm just looking at the delegation list here and the breakdown between the carter and 
kennedy delegates if the surprises are coming in the first few states uh that uh that will be interesting 
although if they're 110 short there are 55 delegations including the territories guam puerto rico at this 
convention that's about two votes per delegation if you begin to think of it that way so that i don't know 
whether mr kirk the kennedy strategist was just whistling past the graveyard but when you think about it in 
terms of two votes per delegation at this convention well maybe they could get close to that 110 isn't that far 
off it seems to me our republican observers ever watchful are with bill monroe in washington bill thank you 
john and i'd like to ask these republicans we got into this a bit about half an hour or so ago what they think of 
the fight the democrats are having next to me chairman bill brock of the republican party and next to him 
senator bill armstrong of colorado senator armstrong at the republican convention the delegates did have 
discretion it was a so-called open convention presumably you're for that since it's republican practice but 
what about this business of the delegates being committed to vote for a certain candidate well mr monroe i 
don't think any convention ought to instruct the delegates at that convention how to vote that contract is 
between the delegate and the body which is elected in the case of colorado that's the republican state 
convention in other cases it might be a republican primary and whether or not that delegate ought to be free 
to vote his own conviction of the moment or to fulfill an earlier pledge really depends upon the nature of the 
contract he has with the people back home chairman brock why permit a delegate to have discretion what 
happens to the obligation he has to vote the way the voters told him to vote well i you know teddy white 
made a very good point when he said if your name was on the ballot and if you committed uh to to vote a 
certain way then those people were effectively electing a representative who could 
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who could under certain circumstances make up their own mind if pressure got too hot if the candidate made 
a major mistake i think that's what we would all worry about nobody wants to see the democrats bound to a 
candidate that obviously is unqualified or should not be the nominee for president united states there's no 
office in the world more important than that so you you do want the douglas to have some representational 
role some judgment opportunity uh it is true that the democrats have so reformed themselves that they've 
segmented their party much different from ours and uh you know maybe uh it's unwell for us to quote to to 
criticize because they operate with their own rules in there and they're different but i do think that the open 
world has some logic to it senator armstrong and your experience at political conventions the delegates who 
have discretion do they 99 of the time vote for the candidate they're committed to well i think that's yes that'll 
be the normal practice but it's just exactly uh what bill brock has said it's a question of changing 
circumstances and i personally think that it's well to have some delegates that have a little discretion thank 
you very much chairman bill brock senator bill armstrong colorado now back to new york thank you our 
republican observers from washington looking at the uh democrat looking at the democratic convention here 
and what they will during the first three days of this convention offer their thoughts from time to time and 
perhaps occasionally a word of criticism we'll be back in a moment [Music] nbc news continues to report the 
1980 democratic national convention here is john chancellor the there are many special interest groups here 
in new york city attending observing and trying to influence this democratic party convention for example the 
coalition for safe energy was here it tried to get an anti-nuclear plank into the platform so far it's been 
unsuccessful 
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unsuccessful and now it's trying to round up enough delegate votes to put a man in nomination so that he 
can speak for the coalition for safe energy no chance of him getting the nomination at the end of the day but 
that's the kind of thing that has been going on here with a lot of very serious people who've been observing 
this convention and trying to influence it and lloyd dobbins has been talking to a number of them lloyd many if 
not most of the people at the democratic convention are something more than state delegates they may be 
committed to a candidate but they are often equally committed to a cause one of the larger and older of 
those causes is organized labor each union is organized into a caucus and the afl-cio brings them together to 
trade information plan strategy and get what they want out of the democratic party and the philosophy is 


simple we've been saying you know for almost 50 years now starting when i was a kid before i was eligible to 
vote you know vote your pocketbook the vote to economics i i think we stand a very good chance of passing 
that anti-recession package the americans for democratic action care about the economy but it is only one of 
the ada's issues its 100 or so delegates and alternates also support solar energy national health insurance 
abortion rights and other liberal democratic goals the ad hoc coalition of black delegates is interested only in 
those issues important to black americans and they want to unify the black vote at the convention and in the 
country i mean we don't get to get together around here i think tomorrow morning we ought to be there and 
we need to take i'm not going to support canada but his but as with most groups there is no total agreement 
on the best candidate there are more women at this convention than ever before and they are organized into 
several groups not all of which agree on all the issues 
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not all of which agree on all the issues there is wide agreement on equal rights and on equal pay and the 
women feel they are making progress as we come into this convention we have already changed some 
things profoundly vice president mondale acknowledged the campaign help of the national education 
association with this advice for any politician try to get the nea behind you the nea is the largest special 
interest group at any democratic convention with 464 delegates and alternates there is no count on how 
many special groups are represented at the democratic convention but it's a lot and they are better 
organized than they've ever been the reforms that did away with convention bosses gave more influence to 
convention groups lloyd dobbins nbc news new york john we hear a lot these days about special interest 
groups single issue and so on so on the best example i can think of was one one who was uh i think 
interested in nutrition and health food and he complained to me bitterly he said fidel castro in cuba has had 
absolute power for 30 years and he's still allowing those people to eat refined sugar now on the floor we are 
going to talk to some of the people here representing one point of view or another so-called special interests 
beginning with tom brokaw tom you're leo roland a delegate from minnesota and you're representing not just 
the state of minnesota but the pro-life organizations here as well aren't you mr levine that's correct are you 
very happy with either the position on abortion of president carter or senator kennedy no both both have the 
identical position with regard to abortion itself there is a difference in the question of funding one of the things 
that the carter people have told you i gather is that they will help you arrange a speaker against a minority 
report on the 
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against a minority report on the platform gloria steinem among others would like to have federal funding for 
abortion medical funding that's correct we've made arrangements uh with the carter mondale folks and with 
the other uh interests here with regard to that particular position and we've been told that we would have one 
of the speakers and you just went out and had a caucus of your group about what 25 altogether exactly 24. 
and 14 of your group agreed to vote with president carter on the rules position tonight the way that was 
fought is should the pro-life delegates here adopt a position supporting the current rule current proposed rule 
and the vote was 14 to 9. we will have more than that supporting the current rule because many people said 
that they would go along with the decision of the caucus although it was not their personal position yeah the 
nine were not necessarily hard for senator kennedy or senator kennedy's position uh none of them are for 
senator kennedy uh i don't believe in fact i'm virtually certain of that [Music] the reason that they're going for 
the current rule is because that reflects the proportional representation that we enjoy through the precinct 
caucus system all right mr volvan of minnesota a pro-life representative here the kennedy people had hoped 
to get a big chunk as they put it out of his caucus but apparently they're not going to get it not a chris walbus 
time was when most of the delegates at a national convention were of course politicians but at this 
convention the biggest single occupation here on the floor is school teachers as lloyd dobbins mentioned 
there are 300 delegates here from the national education association and ken tilt from iowa is an nea 
delegate why are there so many school teachers here as delegates because education is important to us 
and without our involvement in politics education has no attention focused on it well let's talk about that you 


were one of the biggest earliest supporters the nea was for jimmy carter in 1976 what'd you get out of the 
last four years we've got a department of education we've got increased federal funding we've got support for 
the era we've got a veto on tuition tax credits 
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we've got a veto on tuition tax credits plus general support otherwise so you got what you paid for we got he 
delivered now i know that at one point you personally were thinking about bolting from carter on the rule 
voting against the binding rule and now you've decided to come back on board is one of the reasons 
because you're an nea delegate and carter's been good to the nea carter's been very good to the nea i am 
an nea member and i support the nea we are with carter 100 in the fall ronald reagan he has said that he'll 
be the republican candidate and he has said that he wants to abolish a department of education i'd assume 
that means the nea will be working hard against him very hard ketchup thanks very much for the state of 
iowa and part of an important new force in democratic politics school teachers now john chancellor in the 
booth the some of the political reporters and some of president carter's political opponents have been calling 
the nea a wholly owned subsidiary of the carter mondale campaign we'll be back with more convention 
coverage after this [Applause] [Music] one of the people here in madison square garden with a lot riding on 
this afternoon's vote on whether or not these delegates should be bound is governor richard lamb of 
colorado one of three out of 31 democratic governors who has come out against the proposed new rule that 
would bind him and governor lamb is on our balcony now with david brinkley davey thank you governor how 
is how is it going for your side it's uphill very uphill you feel like sisyphus pushing a big rock up the hill i wish 
it it's going to come down on top of us i guess because it's not getting up to the top uh we're still you know in 
a convention as you know they've got a dynamics of its own and anything can truly happen but right now it's 
a lot it remains a very long shot it used it was quixotic two weeks ago it's now just down to a long shot how 
long would you say uh 15 to one well those are the longest odds we've heard from anybody yet that's that's 
more than the carter side 
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that's that's more than the carter side is claiming i think that uh there's right now the dynamics are working 
against us uh i'm not really uh you know i maybe don't want to give away our case because truly anything 
can happen but i really do think that uh we're 100 150 votes short and i think we may be losing votes rather 
than than gaining votes but i think that uh it's it's still an open question why has it been so difficult for you 
open convention delegates free to vote as they as they choose democratic with a small d why hasn't it sold 
better than it has i think that there's you know there's two different ways you can argue this you can argue on 
the substance or you can argue on the politics of it you know virtue is a very elusive uh commodity in this 
debate you can argue i think both of them with equal intellectual honesty really frankly but i do believe very 
strongly that the politics just the catharsis that this party needs to bring us together i can't understand if this if 
40 or 45 percent of these delegates little leave bitter divisive divided feeling that the other 55 were sort of 
chained to their seats even though that that rhetoric is probably excessive then you just don't you don't have 
the kind of a rolling movement that a party needs this party needs to mend itself and while i'm not the 
president's political adviser and don't pretend to be i do think that there is a political catharsis that would be 
inherent in simply releasing the delegates i think that's one way that that it could be played now at the last 
minute if i could say one thing i think that could really break this this thing apart would be for senator kennedy 
frankly to withdraw that i think could be the strike of lightning because we keep running into the fact that this 
is a stalking horse a trojan horse for for senator kennedy and it isn't iam not committed to either president 
carter or senator kennedy and i think that even at this last minute that there could be a a really dynamic 
move on the part of senator kennedy he's not going to get 
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not going to get the nomination i think if we're really going to look at the open convention rule that's the kind 
of thing that would be necessary to be done if if senator kennedy were 300 votes ahead instead of 300 
behind would he be making this fight would he i he'd have to speak for himself i really respect him i don't i i'm 
really not all right all right you are uncommitted governor when are you going to commit yourself well i don't 
think an uncommitted by the way is undecided i believe very strongly that the party needs a candidate that is 
neither president carter nor senator kennedy i think with due respect to two to people i think that history will 
show i think that president carter is going to be better perceived than the polls do right now but i can't 
imagine that a major political party that is the hopes and dreams of an awful lot of people goes into a key 
election with a weak candidate by the polls so i really feel that we need to try to come up with a mandela 
muskie somebody to bring us together governor thank you very much thanks for coming out last time we saw 
judy woodruff we were not sure we could see her again we can she's now in the carter command post area 
right downstairs judy john i hope you'll bear with me uh for a couple of minutes so we've had some problems 
trying to work out getting the cables back in this area because they've just now decided to let the let the 
television cameras come back through here so i'm going to try to walk through here and show you the trailer 
area and maybe the camera can can back off some and show you the area we're talking about the trailer 
here on my right on your left is the vip trailer there i guess there are no vips here now this is the area where 
we're told that campaign chairman bob strauss entertained some of the those folks who have been very kind 
to the carter campaign with their contributions uh over the past several years and where people like cabinet 
secretaries and so forth can come to relax before they have to go out and and be on the floor and go to the 
podium and make speeches there is another trailer back here where uh we just saw jerry raf shun uh pat 
cadell some of the other names 
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uh pat cadell some of the other names that are uh that are very familiar to to those of us that's the somebody 
was just signaling to me that's the scheduling trailer that is where uh they schedule people like as i said a 
minute ago the cabinet secretaries and so forth but it's also this is an area where people who need some 
space and need to get on the telephone can move from one place to another and this is campaign chairman 
bob strauss who's just walked behind me bob can we ask you something mr strize uh yeah in just a minute 
why don't you just just run over there and then we'll go inside i see you've got some sandwiches there is this 
going to be your only chance to have i've been to a lot of conventions and i know one thing the first thing you 
do is see that you have something to eat because you're gonna be all these nights are always long and hard 
now wait a minute what kind of sandwiches have you got there roast beef beefs and two turkeys and i have a 
wife and a couple of friends with me when you know you've got this rules 5-1 so uh so what what why the 
why do you need why the need to fortify yourself just have uh you now you know as well as i know although 
you've been i've been a lot more conventions you have when you know political when you're in a political 
battle or when you're in a political operation you eat when you can eat because you you never know you're 
going to eat again is there any new word from the kennedy camp today on on any new conciliatory moves as 
far as the platforms no not really no how how optimistic are you well i'm always optimistic and we always 
work on i i like to think of myself as a as a healer and i think that we'll everything that can be done will be 
done and i suspect that you'll see us inching towards unified positions here as we move through this week 
what people i want people in america to know that what we're really talking about is running against 
republicans we're not running against senator kennedy any longer i think we have to vote to take care of our 
in-house business and we want to structure this but tonight you're running against senator kennedy yes we'll 
take care of our business there hopefully hopefully well thank you okay that was thank you campaign 
chairman bob strauss david do we have time to walk over here 
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david do we have time to walk over here and look at the situation room truck yes go ahead okay we do have 
time this will just take a second the trailer that you see behind me is the is the place where hamilton jordan 
who of course was the president's uh chief of staff and who has taken a leave of absence from the white 
house to uh to be a deputy campaign chairman to bob strauss hamilton jordan who has been with the 


president for 10 years or more running every one of his political campaigns it's his headquarters it's the 
headquarters of a young man named tom donald who is probably knows more about the carter delegate and 
the carter delegate selection process than anybody else you can't you can't see too many other folks up 
there behind that trailer i'll tell you very quickly is is what they call the boiler room trailer 14 telephones where 
the carter political operatives stay in touch with their with their floor leaders and that's about all we've got 
here at the uh the carter command post and back to david fine judy that'll do for the moment john chancellor 
is out on our front porch with the head of the machinists union william windport sugar john mr whimper singer 
i saw the wire a little while ago that you might lead some sort of walk out from this convention uh that's my 
intention if uh what the media widely reports is going to happen does occur by that you mean a rule passed 
by this convention which binds the delegates to the candidates they were committed to in the primaries that 
will be the first signal uh we began working a couple of years ago to make senator kennedy the president of 
the united states we came here to try to bring that work to fruition we're still attempting to do that and i'm still 
optimistic that uh if the right things happen that can be done what good would a walkout do and how many 
people do you think you could get to walk out with you i have no idea at this point but if the rules fight is lost 
tonight in terms of opening up this convention that's a clear signal to us that the nomination is rather securely 
in the hands 
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in the hands of the incumbent president he's somebody that we cannot support and will not support we 
become then disaffected democrats i suspect and there are many here i've talked to many who are i've 
talked to many outside of this hall who have displayed a preference for the candidacy of john anderson on 
the basis of being disaffected democrats i don't view that as being a viable way to go so i will be walking out 
to manifest a protest uh on behalf of our organization and any other like-minded people who are here and 
we'll go to work on how many tomorrow the machinists i'm told have about 91 delegates and alternates here 
could you carry all of them out of here with you uh all but perhaps somewhere between two and five when 
might you do it mr whimpersinger uh we have not even discussed uh we still hope to nominate ted kennedy 
and until we're absolutely certain that can't be done we're not doing anything but certainly tonight will be a 
signal whether or not we go to work in the morning president carter has a certain amount of support from the 
labor movement this year perhaps not all of it enthusiastic why does your union the machinists uh dislike 
himself well i don't think president carter has been a democratic president uh it seems to me that if the 
country is going to realize its true potential as the great democracy that we are we have to have leadership in 
the white house that is effective consistent and loyal to this party its ancient principles its precepts its ideals 
and above all its platform and i've seen weakness vacillation betrayals of the platform and i am simply at that 
stage of my development i guess when uh i no longer will sit still if there's anything i can do personally and 
psychologically to get away from it well we'll be keeping settle for the better of two bad choices all right we'll 
be keeping an eye on you tomorrow william whimpersinger the head of the machinist union david says he's 
going to walk out if he does we'll watch it in the meantime we're going down to the 
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in the meantime we're going down to the floor for a report from tom brokaw tom david i've been spending a 
good deal of the last whole couple of hours chasing around after reports from kennedy operatives down here 
about where they're picking up boats or where there's softness iowa was one example a kennedy guy told 
me just a few moments ago that they thought they would come out of here with 26 or 27 votes i haven't been 
able to find any hard evidence in iowa that they're going to get that many the iowa people indicating that they 
may lose two possibly four but not as many as the eight or nine the kennedy people are saying i was sent 
over to florida by one of the kennedy operatives saying there's a lot of defection going on there the one 
person that they could cite for me had come out for kennedy and then was changing her mind even as we 
talked about it seems like she'll stay with carter so there's a lot of motion down here but it seems to me 
based on the adding up that i've been able to do that it doesn't add up to too much in terms of a kennedy 
victory or a reduction of that margin of about 100 votes that they've been talking about here all evening long 
we ask them where is the softness where are your votes they send us to those delegations when we get 


there somehow they've vanished tom tom yes david when they talk about switches and this and that they're 
talking about switches and they're talking about softness and they're saying that well maybe they won't 
speak up because they're terrorized by the carter people the carter people are coming on heavy with 
patronage and jobs and so on but i don't see any evidence of that either there have been some people taken 
off the floor but most of the activity on the part of the kennedy people just to keep this thing a stir as long as 
possible from what i've been able to tell up to this point it hasn't worked it could be dead wrong but i don't see 
any evidence down here okay thank you tom well it's uh david it's um the convention will resume here ina 
little while and i guess as you know we ought to tell the audience about the schedule that we're just tell them 
what we're going to do the uh we're going to go off now in a minute or so and you'll be able to see some local 
news on news from your own community in your own state 
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your own state we'll be monitoring and observing the convention which is presently in recess anyway and 
we'll be back with nightly news at uh well i can only say because of the different time zones that nightly news 
will be along in about 33 minutes and then we're going to have some pretty interesting moments at this 
convention it should be very exciting here tonight because they're all to talk about softness and switching 
and this and that we'll find out how much of it is true and how much of it is made up for political effect and if 
carter wins the vote and kennedy loses it it will be a substantial victory for carter and a loss for kennedy we'll 
be back here with all of it and we'll see you with nightly news in about a half an hour from now [Music] but in 
the ferment that's demonstrated here tonight with the fight over the rules with a fight over the platform coming 
up tomorrow night this party can scarcely afford to lose delegates even for a short time we are not going to 
lose the black delegates to this convention what all blacks want to make clear to the american people is that 
our problems have not yet been solved jimmy carter understands that and the black delegates whatever they 
do want to make sure everybody understands that the black poor 30 of all the blacks in this country still need 
the help of the american party and the american public and of the democratic party mrs harris thank you 
thank you now over to uh chris wallace we're here in the louisiana delegation with the former new orleans 
mayor and now the secretary of housing and urban development moon landrieu mr landry there are an awful 
lot of cabinet secretaries on the floor pat harris over there you i've seen bob burkland of agriculture ray 
marshall it's not just a coincidence that you're all here that's the thing of course not i'm i'm very deeply 
involved in the political process i've been at it now 
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political process i've been at it now for 20 years i think i have a few friends uh throughout the country 
anywhere that i can uh explain anything to someone uh appeal to them to do what we think is the appropriate 
thing we do so well is there an implied either a carrot or a stick involved when you've got a cabinet secretary 
that wouldn't even be possible in this environment eight years that's not even a possibility but there are folks 
who uh who have confidence in various members of the cabinet with whom they have worked all of us have 
been in politics at one time or the other i was mayor of that city for eight years and i've been a councilman 
state legislator i know many of the delegates here not all of them certainly but no promises no deals no deals 
no promises just do what's right and just do what the rules said all right thank you thanks very much little old- 
fashioned politicking from moon landrieu louisiana thank you john chancellor deals on a convention floor 
horrors the next speaker coming up will be senator george mcgovern who will be speaking against binding 
the delegates in 1972 he was for binding delegates when they were his delegates we'll have that after this 
[Music] products once made in america now are coming into america from all over the world we've lost 
markets at home and overseas to nations whose ability to produce more efficiently has grown faster than our 
own today westinghouse has technology to help reverse that trend with manufacturing control systems and 
energy efficient machinery to help american industry win back our competitive edge technology from 
westinghouse a powerful part of your life excuse me did you find them no let's look in your bag i looked in my 
bag what's the problem we lost all our traveler's checks oh 
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traveler's checks oh unless kane well the uh american express american express they have an office in lyon 
is your next stop oh express has over a thousand travel service offices around the world to help you ask for 
them by name all evening here if you've been with us you have heard predictions of defections slippages 
movements and so on in the maneuvering for the vote soon to come up it will occur in a few minutes from 
now and we'll find out how much of this actually happened in the meantime senator george mcgovern who is 
taking kennedy's side in the dispute about the rules is on the podium now [Music] i would rather be an 
american public servant than to serve any other master around the globe secondly i am a democrat for 27 
years i have worked at the grassroots in my beloved home state of south dakota watching watching that 
movement grow in what was once a closed one-party state has been the joy and satisfaction of much of my 
adult life so i believe in the humane and progressive views of the democratic party and i have proudly 
supported every democratic nominee including john kennedy lyndon johnson hubert humphrey and jimmy 
carter the central imperative before this convention tonight is to place our party on the right side of the urgent 
issues of the 1980s and to put forward the most effective leadership that is available to serve those ends 
now in this debate over the open convention 
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convention we need to remember that procedure can sometimes determine the most vital issues of 
substance so with full respect for the other side let me state the case for an open convention it is a case 
based largely on tradition and pragmatism the tradition is that democratic conventions in the past have been 
open conventions in which the delegates were free to exercise their best judgment because conditions 
sometimes change and because new perspectives develop previous democratic conventions have protected 
the right of each delegate to vote his or her conscience based on the circumstances facing the nation at the 
time [Music] so so those who seek an open convention are not proposing a new rule they are upholding an 
old tradition that has governed the democratic conventions over the decades openness and freedom are not 
provided for the convenience of the candidates or even of the delegates rather they are provided as a 
safeguard for the american people and our political process in a closed convention you do not have party 
reform the purpose of these reforms was to make the convention truly representative of the people and 
delegates that are trapped in the time capsule of decisions made many months ago cannot carry out the 
present convictions of the people 
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the the pragmatic value of preserving the tradition of an open convention is that it will enhance the political 
strength and the public appeal of our presidential nominee i would say to my fellow democrats who are now 
backing the president for nomination you need not fear an open convention if president carter is nominated 
by an open convention that is free to make its judgment on the basis of conscience and convictions it will 
better serve the election chances of the president and the democratic party [Music] [Applause] if senator 
kennedy is nominated in an open convention that can only mean that conditions and perspectives have 
changed sufficiently since the nomination process began last january as to justify a new evaluation of our 
needs and our leadership so i plead for an open convention not only to safeguard the nominating process but 
to open our minds to the leadership this nation demands in the last years of the 20th century in recent 
months i have walked again through the farms and towns of my own state south dakota it is a beautiful state 
with a strong people but in south dakota i find capable hard-working farmers losing the battle against low 
farm income high interest rates and unwise grain embargo and the ever menacing toll of inflation in the 
towns of south dakota i find 
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in the towns of south dakota i find stores boarded over and the workers unemployed in businesses that were 
profitable a short time ago in my state i watched the milwaukee railroad flounder in bankruptcy how much 
stronger south dakota and this nation would be both militarily and economically if instead of a controversial 
new 100 billion dollar mx missile system we could strengthen our conventional military forces and build in 


america the best railway system in the world [Music] these compelling issues of domestic progress and 
human survival lead me to call for a democratic party that is open and responsive to the imperatives of our 
day so i ask you to stand with me with the present rules of our party and with all of our democratic history for 
an open convention that can help bring our nominee to victory in 1980. [Music] and uh so senator mcgovern 
of south dakota finishes a speech in um addressing itself to a rule at the democratic national convention but 
which had many many references to his home state south dakota it is probably worth noting that senator 
mcgovern is in a hard fight for renomination in south dakota and is currently behind in the polls so the 
references to his beloved home state make a little more sense we'll have more coverage of this debate and 
the vote coming up soon after this the debate six speakers on the new rule to be adopted or not adopted 
shortly is coming to an end and i believe the 
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is coming to an end and i believe the last speaker is on the roster now and that is mayor maynard jackson of 
atlanta this fall these rules first of all are wise they reflect the accumulated wisdom of democrats of almost 
every stripe over a protracted period of judicious painstaking deliberation these rules were and are seen as 
the rescue invited by the danger of undemocratic backroom deal cutting where the will of the people was 
replaced by the wants of the bosses these rules were and are seen as the summons to relief from a cry of 
distress a cry from millions and millions of americans who wanted and who deserved to have a fair share in 
choosing our standard bearer a cry from the people to be involved a cry from the people to be trusted in our 
own charters words a political party which wishes to lead must listen to those whom it would lead a party 
which asks for the people's trust must prove that it trusts the people these rules these rules are the 
exclamation points following the repeated declarations of women democrats of hispanic american democrats 
of afro-american democrats and of millions of other average 
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of millions of other average hard-working working-class democrats that we want and we demand a fair 
convention we the masses of democrats are sick and tired of brokered bartered and battered conventions we 
fought hard to get these reform rules they ensure a fair convention we must keep our progress these rules 
are wise because they tell the tens of millions of voters all over our great country what they're voting for and 
what they have the right to expect yes fellow and sister democrats what the people have the right to expect 
these two rules secure that right these rules are fair they are promises to the people of america that the 
game would be played by the legally and fairly adopted rules all the players agreed all the players came up 
to bet and if they had any complaints about those rules the ones under discussion now through 55 primaries 
and state caucuses they never said a mumbling word well it's too late now opponents to this fair convention 
are established to complain the democratic party does not owe anyone and now does not have the right to 
give anyone at this convention a fifth ball a fourth strike

chosen a majority of delegates committed to senator kennedy they openly did not the voters of america could 
have chosen a majority of delegates committed to president carter and by a whopping majority that's exactly 
what they openly did the people now have spoken

as provided in the special orders adopted earlier we shall have a roll call vote those in favor of adopting the

the great state of alabama proudly cast three votes i 42 votes no [Applause] alabama casts three i votes and 
42 no votes alaska 11. [Music] as i understand alabama is a surprise 43 carter delegates cast 42 no no it 
isn't a surprise sorry it's the way the state could have been expected to go the carter people voted 
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carter people voted for the rule they thought is still voting [Music] alaska has not yet settled on how to cross 
the boat it's very complicated in alaska the carter delegates carter has 11 uh delegates kennedy has one in 
15 18 of a delegate and they're 8 and 10 18 delegates undecided arizona votes 16 votes yes 13 votes no 
arizona votes 16 votes yes 13 no arkansas 33 votes madam chairman arkansas cast nine votes yes 24 votes 
no [Applause] arkansas casts nine yes votes and 44 no votes california 306 votes california passes there is a 
surprise passing so that the uncertainty of this the course of this ballot can be made more uncertain which 
helps the kennedy people and that's john tunney senator kennedy's all-time friend the arkansas vote it's nine 
votes yes 24 no california passed colorado 40 votes madam chairman adam chairperson colorado votes 
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adam chairperson colorado votes 24 votes yes 16 votes no [Applause] colorado votes 24 votes yes 16 votes 
now a timely request for a poll of the alabama delegation has been made we will proceed with that the 
chairman will please proceed to poll that delegation the alabama delegation please okay can you go ahead 
with the question yes california at the moment is the is the story it may not remain that eric utley is down 
there now in the california delegation garrick what's going on uh the problem the california delegation is that 
it's a very big delegation ron brown is the one of the kennedy operatives here a moment ago you said you 
were confident that you'd have the result on time what's happened well nothing has happened except we as 
you can see totally surrounded by press they've jammed the aisles there's no way for us to get the ballots 
through the aisles to be counted uh there is nothing at all wrong with the system we're anxious for the vote 
because we feel we're going to do very well here uh and we feel that this is going to be the state that is going 
to make a significant difference in the result now this side of the aisle you have your kennedy webs tab that's 
correct the carter delegates are on the other side crossed over and cross-checked the ballot so we have 
absolute assurance of accuracy on the vote okay now this is the first big state delegation which you're 
supposed to have voted when will you be able to vote now i would expect that we will be finished account in 
just a very few minutes okay thank you very much ron brown down here in california the pro where the

him come out of what they call the vip trailer you see the campaign campaign chairman bob strauss coming 
out we're going to try to get him over here you can you can hear some of the campaign workers applauding 
clearly they think this wraps it up for them mr strauss what's your reaction well our reaction is that everyone 
wanted an open convention and we gave we're giving them an open convention this is truly the first 
convention where 19 million democrats 
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where 19 million democrats voices will be heard on the first ballot it's the nomination for president and i 
would say also that i think the most telling thing in this telling part of the argument was when you finally 
explained the delegates that while those who argued on the other side about them being robots that they 
themselves would pick the rules that bound them and these daughters have picked the rules that bound 
them they have chosen to pick the rules that fulfill their commitment to the voters who elected does this 
mean it's over for senator kennedy is it over well i i you know i don't deal in it we'll wait till wednesday night 
on that let me say that we hear that senator kennedy is having a news conference and the next people are 
not robots well i i i'm not i don't know why that has anything to do with unity do you think they'd feel better if i 
said do you want unified if i said they're robots if so you go tell them so you had any contact with them have 
you had any if you had any contact with senator kennedy kennedy this evening do you have any reason to 
believe that he is reassessing at this point i think that senator kennedy will be constructive he's always been 
constructive in his political life i have no reason to believe he will not be now and i'm not going to be 
presumptuous enough to either advise him or will i be presumptuous to predict what he's going to do you 
look like a happy man i might uh i'd be pleased to meet with him i i we're very pleased to make the first move 
well i i think i've probably done so and i don't mind making the first and second and third move i don't mind 
you look you look like a happy man well i i i like to know that we've done our political business well i just left 
uh hamilton and uh tim craft and others and i hope they're around here somewhere where they can get on 
this but i've got to go do some more work okay we are talking with uh carter campaign chairman bob strauss 
and now to jessica savage on the podium i'm standing on the podium with uh senator george mcgovern who 
spoke for the kennedy position here on this roll call vote and tells me that he has spoken to senator kennedy 
today on this very issue and what did the senator tell you well the senator feels strongly about this issue 
obviously it had something to do with his interest 
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it had something to do with his interest in the nomination but beyond that he feels as i do that this is a bad 
rule in terms of the integrity of the convention it does mean that for the first time in the history of the 
democratic party a duly elected delegate is paralyzed in time at the point where he was at the moment of 
election and no matter what the circumstances are there could be a moral failure of the candidate there could 
be a physical breakdown there could be mental problems there could be a collapse of leadership and under 
this rule there's nothing the delegate could do but stay with the position he was in last january but is it worth 
fighting anymore at this point i mean the primaries are over this rule fight is over is it not time now for 
possibly party unity well i think this party has to get back together at this convention i don't think we should 
have yielded on this particular issue we were right to make the fight because the alternative would have been 
to send a signal that we're going to accept this rule forever that there's nothing wrong with it there is 
something wrong with this rule and we had to make the case tonight even though we lost have you talked to 
senator kennedy at all about coming up here on this podium in the event that carter is nominated no i have 
not but i've known senator kennedy for 18 years in the united states senate there's no more loyal member of 
our party than ted kennedy and when the time comes when he's made his fight his case has been put as 
strongly as he can if he loses and i stress if he loses i have no doubt that he'll be endorsing the nominee of 
this party certainly i will thank you senator george mcgovern jessica savage on the podium now to tom 
brokaw on four yeah i moved governor bob graham we've been we've been just looking now let's take a look 
at that we have the post rules vote talking points governor graham of course will nominate uh jimmy carter 
here on uh on thursday on wednesday night and 
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on wednesday night and and uh now that the vote is over we believe that the debate was conducted in an 
honorable manner we now believe president carter's renomination is assured did i say that right you said that 
right now the next three points have to do with ronald reagan because i think that's what this convention is 
becoming and that is looking past new york towards november i think no question particularly after what's 
just happened that the nominee the democratic party is going to be jimmy carter now the issue is how do we 
bring this party together so we can win in november well how do you bring senator kennedy into the party in 
florida where you blew him away in the primary down well senator kennedy is a strong democrat ronald 
reagan is going to be an additional unifying effect for this party when as the members of this party and as 
americans begin to fully understand what it's going to mean to have ronald reagan as president that's going 
to be the most unifying factor that we could have governor graham of florida will be nominating jimmy carter 
of course for renomination here i think that we covered all four of the talking i think we did okay we followed 
the instruction from the trailer perfectly now to tom pettit let's see if he can do as well with john durkin senator 
from new hampshire and man who proposed kennedy run at one point and then sort of forgot about it for a 
while what does this procedural vote mean in terms of the kennedy candidacy is there any life left in it john 
well i would think that the vote pretty well brings down the curtain on the democratic convention for this year 
the the only issues remaining are the economic issues on the platform and i would hope that the carter 
forces now that they've won will he ease off on those issues the economic issues of putting people back to 
work and what have you do you think kennedy should now withdraw no i'm with ted till he uh so he makes 
this a decision i was one of the senators that urged him to run stuck with him all the way campaigned with 
him in new hampshire and i think he should stay so he's worked out a platform that he's comfortable with 
senator john durkin new hampshire democrat thank you thank you john 
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we're waiting for new york state it is the only one of these 50 states and five other delegations that is not yet 
ready um we're waiting dorothy bush is there waiting the delegation is still polling itself um texas which had 
passed just came in a moment ago casting 105 votes against the kennedy proposal and um 47 votes for it 
but the they're waiting and there you see the totals interestingly we were the kennedy people were saying at 
5 15 this afternoon that they were 110 votes short well you can see it's closer to 600 votes short and that 
figure you're looking at now is going to color what happens at the rest of this convention there is the basic 
strength that 600 votes difference are almost without new york without new york and new york is still pulling 


may be ready soon but in any case the issue is decided and decided decisively uh kennedy's rule lost and 
carter's rule won of people say this guarantees his nomination and they they're all going around the floor with 
post-debate talking papers which obviously written before the vote they were typed out handed around and 
this is what you were to say after we win the vote and in case uh tom brokaw or anybody comes and puts a 
microphone in front of you probably written last week well new york is a big delegation it is taking some time 
for it to follow those 282 votes so as we say we'll be back after this 
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live from madison square garden in new york city nbc news reports the 1980 democratic national convention 
brought to you in part by mcdonnell douglas builders of the dc-10 now serving 90 nations flying a million 
miles a day now reporting from the nbc news convention center in madison square garden here is david 
brinkley good evening again as you know if you've been with us the vote on changing the rules as kennedy 
wanted has been taken at kennedy loss carter won one very decisively we don't we still don't have a final 
vote figure because new york has not yet been able to count and cast its vote but without new york the carter 
carter rule won by something like 600 votes very decisively after all the talk during the day of slippage and 
leakage and movement it turned out the slippage didn't slip and the leakage didn't leak and so that one is 
settled the carter people say that this guarantees his nomination for president guarantees kennedy's loss in 
the race for the nomination we'll see about that on wednesday in the meantime there will be a good deal of 
speculation about what kennedy will do now there is uh there have been questions about his whether or not 
he will stay here and appear on the podium with carter or whether he will have something to say and perhaps 
even leave town we don't know what he will do those are only guesses but whatever it is we'll keep up with it 
and keep you informed john is john ready with now now we're going over to the kennedy trailer command 
post and see what's going on there doug conker doug david the mood here is far from a happy one these 
people knew they were going to lose they told me earlier that perhaps as much as 300 votes so but they 
never anticipated such a large 
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but they never anticipated such a large loss perhaps more than 600 votes so they're not in a very good mood 
and also they are not talking we are told that they will not have anything to say from the command post until 
the senator has a statement back at the waldorf astoria hotel i was told by one source however a good 
source that he will not withdraw from this race i was talking just a few minutes ago with peter edelman who is 
his issues advisor and he gave no indication that the platform fight would not continue to the contrary he 
gave every indication that even though they lost on this rules fight that they intended to go go ahead and 
have a roll call vote on at least one economic issue tomorrow night they say they haven't yet decided what 
that issue will be so obviously there is maneuvering and negotiation continuing between the kennedy and the 
carter camps now to gary cutler here in the california delegation of maxine waters a kennedy supporter who 
spoke for senator kennedy from the podium tonight and who supported his campaign even even before when 
he announced it uh almost a year ago we heard that at the kennedy command post a lot of people very sad 
and firm about the results but down here on the floor it seems the kennedy people are not particularly 
surprised by the outcome i think we had some advanced knowledge that the carter people had really strong- 
armed their delegates and many of the people who were sympathetic to the open rule felt that they would be 
kicked off the floor if they in fact voted against the wishes of their candidate so we knew about that and many 
of us are not very surprised that we were not able to prevail on this minority report to what extent giving the 
problem the kennedy movement faced was the fact that many people who might have supported the so- 
called open uh convention were not kennedy supporters and saw it as a kennedy vehicle it was kennedy 
himself an obstacle well i think it was a problem i think many people thought that this was the vehicle that 
was being used simply to open up the convention so that kennedy possibly could get the nomination and so 
we never was able to really separate that out and you know get people to believe that this is truly an open 
convention challenge that we were having many people did just identified with 
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many people did just identified with kennedy matching waters thank you very much kennedy supporter from 
california now to tom brokaw this is ann wessler systems of the president who's been working this for her on 
behalf of president carter's campaign tonight but uh she kind of crosses several bridges when she comes 
down here because you're in this capacity for george mcgovern who was speaking against you tonight that's 
right you won by a big margin yes next step now is to what next step now is to spend the next three days 
trying to get together with all the people in this convention and define our real goal which is beating ronald 
reagan in the fall so chairman strauss was saying earlier that he has lines out to the kennedy campaign 
you've got friends over there yes and i've been talking to them all night and what have they been saying to 
you they've been saying that we hope to get together very quickly and get about the job at hand they really 
understand what the stakes are in this in this campaign and we had to go through this and everybody was 
committed to do what they felt they had to do but now that it's over we're good democrats we fight but we 
never burn our bridges do you think that you're going to have to give a little more on the platform tomorrow 
night i think we've probably done as much as we need to do we'll have a healthy debate tomorrow and then 
the nomination all right ann wexler of the white house thanks very much from the floor now to john chancellor 
who was on the nbc balcony and with me is governor richard lamb who had uh proposed that the delegates 
not be bound uh and whose uh forces lost here rather decisively what kind of a victory was it for the other 
side governor i would say that the greeks had a great term for it it's a pyrrhic victory unless some oil is put on 
the water unless the the carpenters get busy building the bridges to the other side it will definitely be a 
pyrrhic victory now the size of the vote against you is sizable let's say theoretically that senator kennedy 
hadn't been at this convention and hadn't been involved at all do you think you would have done better uh i 
think that when they really got down to the final vote that if senator kennedy was not involved that we didn't 
seem like it was a stalking horse that we would have 
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we would have we really would have probably won the rule i think it is a bad rule i think a lot of the carter 
people out here know that it's a bad rule but i think we we lost because it just got so identified with senator 
kennedy's own individual campaign now will there be attempts at the democratic party's mid-term convention 
in 1982 to turn this around and do you think you could yeah i think that it's directly related to the president's 
uh success or failure in november i think that if he does well if he comes back if he wins or comes close i 
think it'll probably be a relatively uh a moot issue but i think if he does badly it'll be the first rule that's 
changed in the midterm well thank you very much governor uh keep up the fight thanks thank you david john 
we still don't have the final vote new york is of course a very big state lots of delegates and the floor is 
crowded and confused there's a lot of milling and shoving so they haven't been able to get their votes 
counted yet so while we wait for that mrs mondale joan mondale has arrived in the convention hall and is 
seated in the vip section which is at the far end of the hall to the left of the speakers on the podium mondale 
family there and chris wallace on the floor chris i'm down here in the maryland delegation david with 
congresswoman barbara mikulski who is a long time kennedy supporter and in fact will place ted Kennedy's 
name in nomination on wednesday night given tonight's defeat has some of the steam gone out of your 
nomination speech well we were of course a little disappointed in this but uh i know that tomorrow we're 
going to be moving on to the platform and i feel that uh that will again be the reason that many of us came 
people of us who are much more interested in substantive outcome than uh procedures uh i would have liked 
an open convention that's my philosophical uh perspective and i honestly believe that somewhere or another 
this was made kind of a litmus test on candidate royalty and many people felt their honor was at stake i 
would venture to say by the time we 
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i would venture to say by the time we get around to the mini convention in uh 82 we'll probably reevaluate it 
and probably even change it let's talk a little bit about this convention though it is over is it not you will be 
nominating a losing candidate hey chris listen i'm from bomber we don't give up until the fat lady sings i 
mean we're in it all the way to the end and i'm here also not only to nominate a candidate but to create a 
party platform by which we can run and show the republicans uh for the uh for the phonies that they are are 


you ready to unify this party go to work for jimmy carter in the fall i'm ready to work with others who offer 
gestures of conciliation are you ready to support jimmy carter oh i've always supported jimmy carter i just felt 
that teddy kennedy would make a much better president robert mikulski thanks very much new york attorney 
general robert abrams kennedy supporter are you prepared now to write senator kennedy off in all respects 
as the nominee well i think uh those of us who support senator kennedy and wanted an open convention are 
very disappointed on this vote i think it's a harbinger of what might happen on the nominating do you think he 
should withdraw for unity sick well i i'm not sure he fought very hard in terms of basic issues we still have not 
seen i think this platform reflect the historic tradition of the democratic party in the last 14 hours or so we 
finally saw the carter people relent and take on four more positions which we think are reflective of the 
history of the democratic party maybe he can bargain for a little more at this point was this an eddie kennedy 
vote i think it broke down along uh the carter kennedy lines thank you very much tom pettitt in the new york 
delegation [Music] we're listening here to get the final tally of the uh of the convention the tally clerks are at 
work new york finally did vote and it casts 163 votes 
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vote and it casts 163 votes yes which was for the minority report associated with senator kennedy and 118 
votes no which was a vote for the carter forces and so there you see it that's an almost perfect breakdown in 
the is that the final that's the final david almost perfect breakdown in new york between the carter and 
kennedy delegates 1936 votes no let's look at it david and as you were saying just a moment ago to 
nominate it needs 1 666 and 1390 is very well shorted 390.582 those opposed 1036.418 the motion is not 
adopted care calls the amendment is not adopted chair calls on the gentleman as the chairman of the rules 
committee so the formalities are going ahead now senator anaya will announce that the rules as presented 
to the convention by its rules committee which was dominated by the forces of president carter has prevailed 
and that this particular challenge was uh turned down in a roll call vote tonight and after that we'll get on to 
the other speaking in this hall we'll be back after this [Music] i'm pete conrad 15 years ago gordon cooper 
and i shoehorned ourselves into a gemini spacecraft like this and flew for eight days in earth orbit mcdonnell 
douglas built the gemini into mercury as well fact is in my four flights i've traveled more than 17 million miles 
in spacecraft built by mcdonnell douglas today we're using our space age skills to build two of the world's 
leading fighters for the united states and our allies 
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allies the f-15 eagle and the f-18 hornet the same skill and technology goes into the dc-10 one of the most 
thoroughly tested airliners ever built and i think it's significant that the dc-10 has passed tests just as 
demanding in their own way as those required of our fighters i know firsthand the kind of product this 
company builds because i work here i wouldn't stake my reputation on anything less boy was i in trouble hay 
fever i'd itch and drip and sneeze and couldn't breathe i had more symptoms than my antihistamine could 
handle so i went to the pharmacy for help know what i got arm allergy relief medicine know what happened 
the sneezing went away and the dripping and i could breathe even my sinuses felt clearer heck the pills i'd 
been taking didn't even claim to do that more medicines for more symptoms arm yourself with arm so 
kennedy side lost in a rules fight and lost by 546 votes in the beginning it seemed and they were saying that 
they were 300 votes behind and today we've been hearing from them that they gained well as it turned out 
they didn't the final figure again the margin 546 votes kennedy the loser on the rules question carter the 
winner ken bodie has our political expert has been looking at this ken david there wasn't really much 
movement on this boat at all this boat was totally presidentialized and in a sense it was decided months and 
months ago back when tim kraft and the rest of the carter organizers went around the country and tried to 
solicit carter delegates that was last summer they had to recruit those delegates back when jimmy carter was 
about as low in the polls as he is today there was a basic loyalty test provided then or applied then and that 
loyalty test paid off tonight apparently there were plenty of deals 
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apparently there were plenty of deals offered out there on the floor there were jobs offered in cook county we 
could document that to a certain extent in the minnesota delegation some pro-lifers apparently did make a 
deal to have one of their speakers oppose gloria steinem tomorrow on the abortion issue they changed their 
mind move with carter on this but for the most part this vote was totally presidentialized the open convention 
forces who worked for 20 hour a day days for the last two weeks were completely demoralized i ran into one 
of those fellows slumped against a bank of telephones just before the vote started and i said to him how you 
doing he said i'm done and that's the first time he was right in two weeks now jessica savage thank you ken 
we're up here on the podium with edward bennett williams who was one of the architects principal architect i 
might say the idea of an open convention an idea whose time has has come in and gone for a little while 
would you not say no i'm not sure that it's gone jessica we had a full free debate on it it was open it was fairly 
conducted we lost and in my life i have been in contest living both in the courtroom in athletics and in politics 
i've learned to lose i've learned to win i hope i win with humility and i hope i can lose with grace and i have no 
complaints i think that it was necessary to have a full open discussion of this issue we had it it was fairly 
conducted and i bowed to the will of the majority of these delegates and i said at the beginning when i got 
into this fight to change the rule that i would stay neutral with respect to who the nominee should be you 
never talk to any of the candidates well i've talked to all the candidates of course i Know them all i talked to 
about this issue i haven't talked to him about this issue no i expect if this is what you're 
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no i expect if this is what you're about to ask me i'll anticipate it and say to you that i'm going to support the 
nominee of the democratic convention i think we had a fine free full debate and um i still think that this rule 
will be repudiated it'll be repudiated uh sometime in the future when we don't have the intensity in the heat of 
a campaign and the intensity in the heat of a full convention bennett williams thank you very much to john 
chancellor well um eddie williams saying that he uh he lost it fair and square uh and carter is on his way to 
the nomination now no question about that other things happening here in the hall tonight and we'll have 
those stories after this [Music] looking at the schedule for the rest of the evening and in one way with this 
rules fight over the convention is having a sort of second beginning they started at four o'clock this afternoon 
eastern time but they're just getting started now and i was looking at the schedule we will have we're having 
now the presentation of colors down in the hall then the national anthem will be sung by shirley verret and 
then the wife of the speaker of the house mrs thomas p o'neal will lead the pledge of allegiance her husband 
is the permanent chairman of this convention we will have later speeches by governor kerry who lost on that 
last debate roll call senator moynihan will speak some mayors and then we will have the keynote address 
from representative morris udall uh coming according to the schedule they're a little behind but not too far 
sometime around 10 40 10 45 this evening eastern time or in a couple of hours and guests remain standing 
or stand and join with 
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remain standing or stand and join with ms shirley veret in the singing of our national anthem [Music] oh they 
can [Music] see [Music] and bright stars [Music] [Applause] light oh [Music] yes [Music] 
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[Applause] [Music] it's with a deep sense of pride that i introduce at this particular time my wife the speaker of 
my house who will lead this delegation in the pledge of allegiance millie o'neill i pledge allegiance to the flag 
of the united states of america and to the republic for which it stands one nation under god indivisible with 
liberty and justice for all uh the proceedings now officially begun by the speaker of the speaker's house one 
wonders how many times over the years he's used that line david brinkley's on the balcony david thank you 
john as you say the convention officially is open now even though it's been doing business since four o'clock 
this afternoon with the gavel by speaker o'neill the band the flags the anthem and the pledge of allegiance 
here with me is governor john carlin kansas governor what did you think of the vote on the rules were you 
surprised no i was not surprised i felt like it would go about that way given what i 
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it would go about that way given what i learned on sunday and monday as this day developed that the vote 
would be essentially what's going to be on wednesday night do you think anybody was surprised including 
kennedy i don't think really i think there were some rumors that floated the last moment that had some 
operatives on the floor thinking that it might be close but i don't think really i i visited with a senator this 
morning and i felt at that time that he was aware of how it was uh headed and what was going to happen 
very easy to float rumors here but it's very hard to make them stick that's correct they've tried all day that's 
right and it came about where i thought it would be so what do you figure that means carter is in and what 
the president has the nomination there is any question about it the key now is bringing the party together so 
that after this convention is over with we're talking about the differences between the candidates and not 
some squabble over a rule debate do you think senator kennedy will stay here and appear on the podium 
thursday night with the president with the nominee i think so i think so i think he's a first a democrat uh in 
terms of uh partisan politics and he's going to be here to support and work for a president he knows the 
alternative now is governor reagan or or the president and the president's going to win rather handily i think 
for most kennedy people governor thank you thank you very much glad you came back well we'll we'll see 
we'll know perhaps even later tonight because senator kennedy is considering having some sort of statement 
to be made to the press later this evening and of course we'll go to that whenever it happens um he is 
staying here at the waldorf astoria hotel in new york city nowhere near the hall but not far away and we have 
cameras there there now to tom pettit i'm here on the floor with joseph rao the camera's that way i'm sorry to 
tell you that associated with the open convention notion associated with the democratic party liberalism and 
causes for many many years 
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and causes for many many years it seemed to me that this marked the death of old black liberalism in the 
democratic party it was the online democrats the online liberals who lost here today uh do you think that's an 
accurate assessment the second part is accurate it was the online liberals who lost there but it isn't the death 
of liberalism liberalism goes in what valleys and peaks we're in a valley now but when the next peak comes 
guys like carter won't be running the democratic party tonight he won he'll be nominated on wednesday he'll 
make an expense acceptance speech on thursday he's not a liberal he's wrecked liberalism in the 
democratic party but the next wave of liberalism in this country will get the democratic back party back where 
it ought to be or there'll be a third party those are the choices we either get the democratic party back or 
there'll be a third party there will be a liberal party in the united states of america don't you think that the 
people the voters in both parties have been rejecting old line liberalism on the contrary you see this is a uh 
notion that you fellas have and i don't blame you and the perception's gotten around the country but look at 
ted kennedy when he started and accepted that notion and went to the right at the beginning of his campaign 
things went to hell he did the new deal speech in georgetown he's been going up ever since ted kennedy 
won the primaries on june 3rd the last primaries when he was an all-out liberal i reject your notion that the 
liberals liberalism their principles are dead what i do accept is that there is a notion a perception of that and 
it's almost as bad as if it was true but when teddy kennedy ran as a liberal he started to do well again tonight 
we lost kennedy loss he's through now at this convention but i'm telling you when there's another upsurge of 
liberalism which there is certain to be 
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liberalism which there is certain to be teddy kennedy will be there i don't know if i'll be there because i'm 
getting along but we're gonna i don't share the view that liberalism is dead mr al thank you for your views 
now to uh david brinkley so i'm right here right here thank you joe rao you know joe around he's been around 
washington for i don't know what 40 years has never been anything but liberal on any question whatsoever 
and he's always in the forefront of the ada and every liberal cause he says that the reaction against it which 
appears to exist in the country is what do you say the invention of the news media yes well well i don't know 
anything that people don't like in politics it isn't the invention of the news media i do know this about joe rao 


he said well you'll be there but i'll be getting along that's impossible i think joe brow will outlive everybody and 
be as liberal then as he is now yes i don't doubt uh let's see we'll be back in a moment that's right [Music] 
one of the democrats one of the carter people who seems to have had no doubt about what would happen 
tonight is the president's press secretary jody powell judy woodruff is with him now john we are standing in 
the uh the area outside the glamorous uh carter uh command post talking with jodie powell uh jody uh some 
of the people here have just talked to the president can you tell us about the conversation i think the only 
person here that talked with the president was tom donlon who the young man who set up and ran the uh 
this operation here to keep track of our delegates and ensure that we got the maximum vote the president 
simply called to congratulate him on the good job that he'd done and to ask him to pass those 
congratulations on to all the young people that were in the trailer manning those phones and the folks were 
out out working the floor we understand he also had something to say about mrs carter i'm not sure if he 
actually said that a 
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i'm not sure if he actually said that a donald made that up you you can't trust these delegate selection people 
they well what was the line uh according to donald the president asked if you could take the first lady off off 
the phone from calling delegates now what and the president have anything else to say uh well so far as i 
know that's all he said i'm trying to get a a more complete analysis from mr donald now he he's uh having 
won his first major convention victory at age 23 uh he no longer feels compelled to discuss with the senior 
staff for his conversations with the president has the president had any further conversations with senator 
kennedy i know we ask you this question every time i really i don't believe that he has at this point no we 
understand the senator may be making a statement tonight have you all been informed in any way by the 
kennedy camp i've heard that uh i think primarily you people that he does plan a press conference or some 
sort of statement tonight but i have no idea in this world what it might be okay thank you jody powell press 
secretary to the president and now back to and now to tom brokaw thank you very much judy we're standing 
just uh off the vip seating section here with joe mondale wife of the vice president of the united states hello 
which mondale i remember four years ago interviewing you in slightly different circumstances i guess i didn't 
know what was happening four years ago a lot of attention not about the rules committee vote but about 
whether your husband would be selected for number two on the ticket yes are you gonna be active in the 
campaign this fall oh yes i'm really looking forward to it i like to campaign i've been traveling for four years 
and i have many friends in many cities big difference between the democratic platform and the republican 
platform of course is the stand on the equal rights amendment yes it's very clear we support the equal rights 
amendment we're going to work very hard for its ratification is that one of the places around which you think 
that the division between the kennedy forces and the carter mondale forces might be healed the fact that 
they both agree i hope so because basically both kennedy and carter want the same thing which is a 
democratic country but democratic victories and uh i think we'll be getting together i hope john mondale wife 
of 
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hope john mondale wife of the vice president of the united states thank you very much for being with us 
thank you and out of doug here with harold ickes who was uh one of the leaders of the rules fight for uh the 
kennedy camp mr icke's uh you lost by a pretty big vote did you lose by a bigger vote than you anticipated 
when this evening began no it was roughly we we thought we knew it was uh it was uh in that range we 
would hope to get more votes obviously but that's the way the vote came down well everybody is now saying 
it's all over for ted Kennedy do you agree with that i mean all over at this convention well i don't think it's all 
over i don't know what the senator's going to say tonight before i make any further comments i'd want to hear 
obviously what he has to say i understand that do you want him to not withdraw but to continue this fight that 
is the senator's decision i won't have any comment on that until he makes this statement well what about 
what went wrong with the rules fight why why where were the votes that you all thought you had and said 
you had you were saying that you were going to come within 50 votes that it was close as it could be and 
then they came in like a title wave on you well we thought we had votes in certain states that obviously uh 


shifted at the last minute but there were people who had indicated us that they were going to vote against the 
rule and i think at the last moment changed their mind what about the fight over the platform will you carry 
that out now tomorrow oh we are going to carry the fight on the platform yes as you know they've 
compromised uh we have agreed on a number of issues the uh uh carter campaign has accepted a number 
of uh the minority planks but there will be a full debate tomorrow night on the platform which is a very 
important part of this campaign thank you very much harold akers now to gary cutley on the floor yes 
douglas now for something entirely different here in the alaska delegation gary ackerman is the state party 
chairman and the 18 delegates here from alaska have decided that they are going to walk out when morris 
udall delivers a keynote speech tonight because of udall support for environmental laws why are you so 
angry at udall feel it uh his hr 39 that passed the house on the 
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his hr 39 that passed the house on the alaska lands legislation was an extremist position in two pro- 
environmentalists yeah that's right it doesn't allow for energy development our country needs now to help 
fight our you Know our economic crisis we know what's that the circumstances are really tight on energy in 
the last couple of years but at a time when the keynote speech is supposed to be here and everybody's 
talking about party unity do you think it's the appropriate thing for the alaska delegation to walk out well the 
last you know more suitable is a personal insult to the people of alaska we feel there's legislation we live up 
there and we're more aware of the problems we have we have the highest cost of living in the nation 
everything is magnified we've had an energy crisis in alaska in an economic crisis for the last 20 years what 
position our country's in at this time the nations in the same crisis we've been in for 20 years we have 
something to offer you're going to come back as soon as the speech is over definitely definitely as soon as 
the speech is over we'll be right back on the floor we're here to participate as democrats and help build a 
strong niche gary ackerman of alaska thank you very much i'm not sure how many 18 delegates will be 
missed from this for 3 331 delegates but uh now over to chris wallace jessundra is the treasurer of the state 
of california and a key carter operative in that state there's a certain irony in that because in 1960 we're very 
active for jack kennedy in 1968 you worked your heart out for bobby kennedy and yet tonight you were 
working very hard to deny the nomination to the kid brother any mixed feelings about that no not at all i 
supported president carter in 1976. i supported him early on last year when hardly anyone else was and uh i 
still support him i think he's been a good president i think he's still in the position to do more things i think he 
ought to be given another four years a lot of voters around the country felt that ted kennedy wasn't his 
brothers didn't live up to them and in fact suffered in the comparison what were your feelings about that well i 
think it's always very unfair to compare people to their brothers and to uh to past legends and the part of the 
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uh to past legends and the part of the kennedy myth is as a legend and that's very unfair to do that i don't like 
people doing it to me and i think it's very unfair to do it to teddy you know the kennedys very well do you 
expect to see him up on that podium on thursday night or is he going to take a walk and go back no i expect 
to see him there the tradition of the kennedys is to fight as hard as they can and then to be in support of the 
democratic party every one of them have done that and after they've had their fair shake and teddy's had his 
fair shake he's run through the primaries he's come here and he's been he's been licked been linked fairly 
and squarely and i believe the kennedys are good enough political operatives strong enough democrats that 
teddy will be out in full support of the party this fall california california david franklin thank you mayor koch of 
new york has just uh got up to the podium and begun the speech in which he is describing some of new 
york's problems it's saying they're not unique to new york but they're found in every big city in the country 
mayor koch and the cause is not mismanagement but their obligation to pay for what should be national 
responsibilities when mel saint helen exploded congress appropriated 850 million dollars for relief but while 
new york's south bronx or los angeles is watts or boston's roxbury crumble and decay there is no similar 
response and while urban america declines while cities pay for the needs of the nation's poor and 
unemployed other areas of the country are growing rich from their natural resources just as certainly as this 
nation could not endure half slave and half free 
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endure half slave and half free more than a century ago it cannot exist half rich and half poor today when it 
has come to cities congress has added to our burdens rather than reducing them it has mandated programs 
for cities and states without providing the federal dollars to carry them out when i was a member of congress 
i was as guilty of this as anyone else and i want to atone publicly for my mistake and i urge you to take the 
stand that either federal mandates should be removed or the dollars be provided to carry them out and i'd 
like to say to the present members of congress if you don't then may god punish you by making you mayor 
for a year [Applause] [Music] it should also be kept in mind that foreign policy has further added to the 
problems of urban america since 1973 the year of the arab oil embargo energy costs have gone up 
dramatically today we still depend on foreign oil we should be ashamed of ourselves and we should also 
recognize just how costly our failure has been here in new york city our government energy costs have 
nearly doubled in the past two years to 400 million dollars dealing with the problems of new york 
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dealing with the problems of new york and other cities will not be easy in a time of inflation and retrenchment 
no one could know better than the mayor of this city the distance between good intentions and the solution of 
basic problems is difficult but dealing with problems is what this party has been about ever since it was 
founded here in 1792 what it will take is a return to the basic ideals of this party it will also take toughness 
and a willingness to put aside past attitudes and i think the democratic party and the country can learn a 
lesson from new yorkers and let me tell you a brief story that happened when i was running for mayor this 
story has to do with crime and by the way i want to point out that although new york is number one in many 
ways we rank 13th down among cities in the number of reported crimes the story i mentioned expresses the 
sort of attitude i think we need to overcome our problems when i ran for mayor i went to a bronx senior 
citizen center and i told 200 senior citizens ladies and gentlemen a judge i helped elect was mugged recently 
and do you know what that judge did ladies and gentlemen he called a press conference and he said to the 
newsman this mugging of me will in no way affect my decisions in matters of this kind and an elderly lady got 
up in the back of the room and said then mug him again 
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and said then mug him again we've got to be tough we've got to face it's one of the most difficult things in the 
world it is i would venture to say impossible to tell a joke in madison square garden to a political convention 
and get a laugh because they can't hear too much they can't hear you and it's and uh ed koch has used that 
joke more than once but uh he uh it's just something all there ought to be a little sign on the podium of 
conventions saying tell no jokes engage in no irony don't speak softly and don't make your sentences run 
more than about eight words long what seems to work best in uh what happened microphone fellow well i'll 
press on all right what seems to work best in a big hall like this is high principle and hypocrisy there's great 
reaction to both we'll be back in a moment live from madison square garden in new york city nbc news 
reports the 1980 democratic national convention brought to you in part by new york life and the more than 12 
000 new york life agents in the u.s and canada now reporting from the nbc news convention center in 
madison square garden here is john chancellor there were a number of democrats senior members of the 
party who did not say a lot of things or take positions on the so-called open convention dispute which we saw 
resolved in the president's favor here this evening some of the senior people in the party stayed away some 
for political reasons some just because they didn't want to get involved david brinkley is with one of those 
senior democrats now senator daniel patrick moynihan of new york david and not only the senator from new 
york a senator from new york but a native of new york city born here i believe right love it

born here i believe right love it what was the matter with the new york delegation that it couldn't get its vote 
together well we don't count as good as we used to it's something to do with the new math or the new politics 
but it's new york and the outcome was over that's just how things happen here you're speaking later tonight 


about defense right i am i'm speaking to the general question of defense and foreign policy well we'll hear the 
speech but tell us briefly what it's about it's about the fact that a true division has opened up between the 
parties on something we have been together with for 30 years since dwight eisenhower david and that is the 
question of strategic arms limitations and our relations with the russia dwight eisenhower began this policy 
and president after president has supported it this republic republican platform repudiates they say they are 
against the salt treaty that's before the senate they they describe our present building up again of nuclear 
weapons here's some weapons david as quote unilateral disarmament you know by 1985 the soviets will 
have four warheads for every county in the united states and we will have the equivalent if we are not mad 
we are going to have to stop this and we cannot stop it with a party so careless with words as to describe an 
arms race as unilateral disarmament the platform tomorrow during the platform discussion tomorrow the 
fence will come up are you going to take part in that yes i will and i think we have a good strong platform i 
hope it stays as it is you expect to win that i would hope we wouldn't winning or losing but settling on the draft 
we came out of washington with okay what time is your speech it's speaking about half an hour and i speak 
for about nine minutes i don't want to ask you too many questions because you want to save it for your 
speech i thank you for coming thank you good 
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i thank you for coming thank you good luck thank you for being here john thank you senator thank you david 
now down to tom pettitt on the convention floor frank moore of the white house staff the congressional liaison 
is one of those uh smiling broadly down here tonight after this vote it's all over i take it and having promised 
to whip kennedy's you know what uh how will the president now make up with senator kennedy well i think 
the president's three nomination is assured we are and will be gracious in victory as we have been all along 
on a platform in the rules fights we're reaching out to the kennedy people to try to ensure unity in this party 
and get us together to fight ronald reagan in the fall you're going through with the rules fight on one minority 
report tomorrow on 12 billion dollars of economic aid yes going through with a fight on the mx missiles that 
does not sound all that gracious well we can't compromise on those we can't change our position we have 
the responsibility of governing but the big vote was tonight and it's an amazing lack of acrimony out there i've 
been on the floor tonight um so i don't think there'll be that much acrimony even those two issues tomorrow 
did you know how every vote was going to fall tom donald who ran out of whip organization and the kids in 
the trailers did i didn't know the margin surprised me a little bit but tom donald called him right to the single 
delegate on the whole thing he had every vote exactly right we didn't know it in each delegation we may lose 
one or gain one in each delegation but in aggregate we were right on a button as far as you're concerned it's 
all over now this all over as far as our fight with uh on this with the president's renomination is assured now 
now we're working for part of unity thank you very much thank you white house staff now to chris wallace as 
we've mentioned about half the delegates to this convention are women and many of them tonight are 
dressed in white in honor of the suffragettes and they're talking about a big demonstration on the floor later 
this evening about the era activist mitch costanz is here what's it all about actually we're in support of 
minority plank 10 which will take place 
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minority plank 10 which will take place the voting will be taking place tomorrow night and what would that do 
well what it will do is to deprive federal federal money from the national committee state and democratic 
committees and local democratic committees from giving any money to candidates who do not support the 
era similar to the way we punish those members of the ku klux klan we don't support them either you can 
demonstrate all you want but where are women going to go especially at a time when the republican party 
isn't even supporting era let alone candidates we have a lot of alternatives we can support carter we can 
support john anderson or we can stay home and very frankly the most effective way to tell the politicians that 
we want better choices for president is to stay home and maybe then we won't be co-opted and maybe the 
american people will get better choices for president of the united states michigan thank you very much 
saying we should stay tuned for a demonstration on era later this evening got to john chancellor there was an 
announcement made here in new york city earlier today that all the women delegates to the convention 


should wear white in honor of era and with a with turquoise sashes and i've just been looking at the floor and 
i don't see very many but it does has occurred to david and me that white in the summertime in new york city 
may not be the most appropriate color well as far as i know the request was made after the women had 
arrived in new york packed their bags at home and came here they'd have they'd have had to go out and buy 
a white dress which i suspect not many won't do this time of year they're a little bit behind we'll be back after 
this [Music] so so far today the carter people take the position that they have saved us all from the horrors of 
the smoke-fill room under modern health practices i'm not sure there are enough smokers left here to fill up a 
room in any case the permanent chairman of 
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in any case the permanent chairman of the convention congressman o'neill from massachusetts tip o'neill is 
now speaking here we're going to the podium aggressively pursues programs and policies that will enhance 
your lives and preserve your financial security let me assure the american taxpayer that the democratic party 
respects your intelligence and unlike the republican party will not insult you by proposing a massive tax cut of 
200 billion dollars over the next five years while promising it will stimulate demand balance the budget all at 
the same time reduce inflation let me assure all americans concerned about the future availability and the 
cost of energy that the democratic party unlike the republican party will not turn our energy policy over to the 
big oil companies and we will not roll back the windfall profits tax with the passage of the windfall profits tax 
the national energy act the synthetic fuels act the democrats have put the responsibility for developing and 
implementing a national energy policy squarely on the shoulders of the federal government providing for 
stable economic future requires it our national security requires it on national security demands it literally 
may remind you that under a democratic president working with a democratic congress five and one half 
million new jobs have been created since january of 1977. 
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since january of 1977. today there are more working men more working women more working minorities 
more working young people than ever before in the history of this country unlike the republican party we do 
not intend to fight inflation and unemployment by following the republican platform and returning to the gold 
standard in november of 1980 the american people will have a clear choice before them as they choose 
between the democratic party and its ambitious program for meeting the challenges of the 80 and the 
republican party and its willingness to let the federal government off the hook and place the responsibility for 
those meetings challenges of the discretion of the private sector the 80s will be a test of american will and 
determination in solving the energy crisis in discouraging soviet expansion and in providing an economy of 
steady growth and full employment the inevitable sacrifices that must be made during the 80s will have the 
best prospects of success if they are proposed by the party of broad appeal and diverse interests rather than 
a party of narrow appeal and special interest as democrats we must reform the principles of our party we 
must fashion the remedies of the new problems of the 80s and we must not let our differences overshadow 
the fact that as democrats we must share a common purpose because we are engaged in a common 
adventure 
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adventure by participating in this convention by making a commitment to our platform and to the nominees 
for president and vice president we will be guaranteed that the voters of this nation will have a real option for 
the meeting of the challenges of the 80s working together men and women yes with the era as part of our 
platform i am confidently confident we will win in november we will meet these challenges successfully and i 
am certain as democrats we will leave this convention hall united united we stand united we will go forward 
to victory in november thank you [Applause] congressman thomas p o'neal of cambridge massachusetts the 
respected veteran speaker of the house of representatives and old paul that is i guess great he looks the part 
he looks the part he could have come right out of hollywood he came out of the congress of the united states 
and talking about party principles the other party was watching the speaker while he was doing that and its 


chairman is in washington now with bill monroe bill thank you john chairman of the republican party bill brock 
next to me and senator rudy boschwitz of minnesota who holds the seat that fritz mondale once held 
chairman bach do you feel when you see examples of democratic divisions appearing on the screen like uh 
saying i'll hold your coat do you sort of enjoy it well they're having a tough time and and yet it does seem to 
be settling down a little bit it's interesting that uh i do think that the reforms that they've uh they've been living 
with in this convention will be gone by the next one because you tend to use reforms to advantage your your 
own political case i think that's what carter did in this case and his more fundamental problem is yet to be 
addressed and that's drawing the party together to achieve some sort of common purpose they really 
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some sort of common purpose they really have lost that in the last several years under his leadership and i 
think the toughest job they've got in the whole campaign is demonstrating that they have some set of 
objectives or mission or sense of purpose for this country they haven't shown that yet senator boshwich mr 
brock indicates he sees the democrats settling down do you see some examples of the unity coming to the 
fore to subtlest divisiveness uh for example you hear one delegate or another say something about reagan 
they use that to pull other democrats in with them and unify we'll probably be hearing more of that is this 
going to be a tough party to contend with oh sure the democrats are always tough to contend with and the 
democrats have a good ability to heal their wounds but we don't see that happening yet on this screen on the 
convention i think that they're still very divisive you know and you have to recognize that in an argument like 
the one that took place that the same people would be arguing the other side if they had the advantage and 
that next year they they may find their roles reversed what does minnesota mean the democrats used to own 
minnesota now they have they don't have a governor they don't have either of the senatorial positions is that 
an aberration connected to minnesota i think i think minnesotans are progressive but i think that minnesotans 
are also conservative i think that the idea that this is a great liberal state that's going to go every time to 
democrats is simply mistaken i think that we want progress but the republican party represents progress as 
well what is your guess as a politician about senator kennedy do you expect to have him come up on the 
podium on thursday night with the president probably because i think the democrats have been in power for 
25 years now consecutively in the congress there's a hunger for power that will maintain that at least the 
facade of unity but i think the bigger problem goes to the question on minnesota basically the republican 
party is now the favorite party in this country on every single major issue 
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country on every single major issue the negatives are attached to the democrats because they have brought 
us inflation in high interest rates and high taxes and a weakening of our national defense so they've got a 
very tough problem in reselling the american people on the on the value of that party program thank you 
republican chairman brock and senator boschwitz of minnesota now back to madison square garden the 
republican leaders sitting in washington watching the democratic convention and offering a critique of their 
own talking about the democrats troubles here's one they probably didn't know about there's a texas farmer 
here a delegate who brought his tractor and parked it across the street from madison square garden as a 
protest and he said since he was a delegate president carter telephoned him at home in texas and he 
refused to take the call we'll be back in a moment [Music] we're back tom pettit on the convention floor is 
talking with dudley dudley anything if any explanation is needed he can give it tom dudley dudley was the 
premier leader of the draft kennedy movement in new england early on when we saw you in the snow you 
were standing around building a kennedy headquarters tonight you watched it all crashed [Music] i'm not 
sure that it crashed i can say that senator kennedy has been magnificent i think that he has made it possible 
for the issues that he thought were important and that i think are as important as a democrat to be discussed 
and we're going to see many of them discuss tomorrow when the platform is brought up if it were not for 
senator kennedy's candidacy there would be no one talking tomorrow at this convention about the uh 
important issues of the economy about energy about the things that i think make us democrats and i'm 
grateful to him for 
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democrats and i'm grateful to him for that that's hardly the purpose of a presidential candidacy though to 
produce some speeches at the convention no that that's certainly true and our goal was something more 
than that but you said crash and i don't think it's crashed i think that uh there is still a great deal to be gained 
from this and i'm looking forward to hearing the debate tomorrow he certainly has tried to have a debate on 
the issues consistently and has not had that opportunity for you it's a loss though isn't it it's not a win thank 
you thank you thank you tom pettit we have governor jay rockefeller of west virginia and sharon percy 
rockefeller you're in a very tough re-election campaign down in west virginia what happens to your re- 
election effort as a result of the differences that have grown up here between carter and kennedy not much i 
expect that to work itself out i don't think the governor's race that i'm in tom will really swing all that much on 
the presidential race i don't think that the uh you know the somewhat disconcerting events of the evening will 
have that much of an effect uh you're a member of ted kennedy's generation in politics would you like to 
have him down there campaigning for president carter yes i'd like to see ted kennedy up on the carter 
delegate let me put it that way but i'd like to have ted up on the platform there on thursday night with the 
president i think that's important for the democrats i think that's very important for teddy kennedy's future mrs 
rockefeller your father is a well-known republican senator of course you're wearing a big e.r.a banner there 
the republican platform did not endorse the era the equal rights amendment do you think that would be one 
of the ways that the rift between carter and kennedy can be healed around this issue i think this will be one of 
them and i certainly think it's one of the significant issues which makes a differentiation between the two 
parties it's amazing after 45 years the republicans would not include women's legal rights in their platform 
and i don't care you 
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in their platform and i don't care you talk about states rights or not you're for it or you're against it and it's one 
of those bottom line issues they've declared themselves and we have declared ourselves for and i think 
american women have to pay attention to those differences sharon rockefeller and governor jay rockefeller 
from two prominent republican families here as democrats of course thank you very much now to chris 
wallace well i suppose it's fitting here on the floor of madison square garden former heavyweight champion 
of the world muhammad ali last time i saw you here you were taking right hands from ernie shavers you 
know what i was saying fighting a different type of fight now just personally for me but they'll come with this 
fight here i'm sure that it's like meeting people why are you here governor brown in kentucky my state 
louisville kentucky which i say is the greatest city of all times and my governor sir he invited me also i'm here 
because i like president clinton regardless of the subject i started really when i end up with it truth to tell do 
you think that people should care what a celebrity a fighter has to say about politics i don't really know a lot of 
people fall asleep because they [Music] he's grown a mustache since we last saw muhammad ali don't you 
think he'd do well in politics well david i was going to ask you you know him how political is he well how 
political is anybody until he gets into politics whatever he needs to know there's not much he could be taught 
he's well known he is admired he is uh a good record in his own profession what if he tried to twist 
somebody's arm well that would he would not be the first lyndon johnson did well with that we'll 
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lyndon johnson did well with that we'll be back in a moment [Music] the evening progresses here in madison 
square garden as this convention heads toward the keynote speech by congressman udall in about an hour i 
think right now the chairman of the democratic national committee john white for the last five decades then 
it's ronald reagan if there ever was a man that turned back the clock on the worker and their protection aid to 
education arms control health care consumer protection minimum wage and women's rights it's ronald 
reagan if there ever was a man that substituted simplistic slogans and serious thought thought for glib one- 
liners for rational debate then it's ronald reagan speaker rayburn used to say that any mew can kick a barn 
down but it takes a carpenter to build one we democrats are carpenters and that's why we're going to win 
this election in november 1980. you know which party has worked to ease the burden of sickness and walk 


for old americans through social security and medicare it's the democrats you know which party has passed 
laws to fulfill the century-old promise of emancipation it was the democrats you know which party put a floor 
under the working earnings of the working men and women with minimum wage it was the democrats you 
know which party gave us the legislation to brighten every classroom in this land it was democrats you knew 
what party began the urgent task of cleaning up our rivers and lakes and purifying the air it was the 
democrats and you know which party gave us the first comprehensive energy policy in history it was the 
democrats and my friends you know which party it was and is that supported an equal rights 
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and is that supported an equal rights amendment for the constitution for every woman in this land it's the 
democrats so i am not i am not impressed by the smug overconfidence of the republicans i'm not worried 
about the polls there are 12 weeks between now and election day and we're going to conduct a little political 
science seminar for a few of our friends we're going to go out to this country and we're going to talk plainly 
and candidly to the american people and we're going to spell out the differences between the democratic 
party and the republican party we're going to talk about our record and we're going to talk about their record 
we're going to talk about our platform and we're going to talk about their platform we're going to talk about 
our candidate and we're going to talk about their candidate and we're going to take that new cellophane 
rapper off that republican program and show it for what it really is that same old republican indifference that 
same old republican commitment to the fat cats and the special interests that same old republican loyalty the 
petrified opinion and we're going to win this elections my fellow democrats and don't you forget it [Music] 
[Applause] it's like a keith orpheum circuit and uh having heard from the chairman of the democratic party we 
will now hear from the vice president of the united states we're very happy to have you with john delighted to 
be here how do you feel about tonight pretty good well yes and for several reasons uh first of all i thought 
that debate tonight was very civilized especially for a democratic convention i thought it was carried out in 
good spirit and it says to me and i think to the nation something i've been saying for a long time and that is 
that that party our democratic party is a lot more united than many have said secondly i was impressed and 
am impressed by the contrast between our convention and the republicans 
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our convention and the republicans uh how is that which in in this sense um when you looked at the 
republican convention it was basically white it was basically the well-off very few minorities very full no poor 
that i knew of uh practically no members of organized labor and so on this convention here is is i think a 
dramatic contrast in makeup and representation and i think that's another source of strength so i feel very 
good about everything tonight you think the country speaking of detroit they all told us in detroit that the 
united states is moving to the right and they expect reagan to have a great victory because he is positioning 
himself to meet the mood of the country well let's just take a few of his positions number one he says we 
should not have an equal rights amendment uh there is no doubt in my mind that the vast majority of the 
american people including republicans uh including his own party for 40 years until he got nominated thought 
we should have equal rights amendment he's uh opposed to occupational safety legislation i go down the list 
i won't do that but he is a classic right-wing conservative candidate and i think uh not at all in the mainstream 
of american politics and i think we're going to do very well this fall but the democratic party in the platform 
that we have coming out of out of new york here even with the compromises that you've made to the 
kennedy position is to the right of the shall we say the left part left wing of the democratic party i don't think 
so i just heard mayor greene on one of the networks say there's not much that divides us anymore and that's 
true it's it's now details uh for example a senator wants to platform on wage and price control but we don't 
believe that wage and price controls will help we think they'll be inflationary but that's a debate we can have 
and have a vote that is not a fundamental division in the party at all we both agree we

in the party at all we both agree we want a more fully employed socially just society and the few differences 
that divide us compared to the chasm that exists between our good progressive democratic party under 
president carter and that right-wing candidate mr reagan and that a very conservative republican party is a 
very dramatic contrast and i think we're going to do very well i don't think the american people buy that at all 
about the country as a whole don't you think there is some movement out in your own state republicans have 
won a lot of we we've won and lost one we had a very bad election but i think for special reasons last time 
the there is no question that the american people want certain things done in this country that call for 
different approaches in the eighties for example we have to spend an awful lot of time solving the energy 
crisis and that has to take precedence over other things we might like to do at this time but in fact that's 
exactly what our administration is doing the american people want a an administration that is very conscious 
of the ravages of inflation and that's what our administration has been doing we've tightened up in the budget 
we've tightened up on credit we've done other things to try to bring down this very high inflation rate and high 
interest rates and it's working very effectively i don't know whether you call that conservative or not but i 
know this that if we're going to have a healthy economy for jobs and revenues and the rest that we need the 
policies that we're pursuing are essentially what has to be pursued and i think the american people support 
that mr vice president do i get a uh a whiff of the fall campaign and you're talking about ronald reagan as that 
terrible conservative no john and you're giving us the themes for the campaign aren't you because the record 
of the carter mondale administration in many areas is not going to be too easy to defend it hasn't been all 
that easy you're going to aren't we going to hear you people talking a lot about reagan we're going to talk 
about three things one our record which i 
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three things one our record which i think is very easy to defend and if you'll tune in thursday night i'll give you 
a little preview of the good news there i think we've done a lot and it's not well known and we're going to 
correct that secondly we're going to talk about what we intend to do these next four years if the public will 
trust us again and thirdly we're going to contrast our record and our proposals against this very conservative 
right-wing republican party and candidate and that will be the basis of our campaign you don't intend uh to 
make ronald reagan the issue as his comments i i think americans want to hear not only what's wrong about 
one's opponent but how you justify your own candidacy they want to have a positive affirmative campaign as 
well as a responsible uh exposition of one's opponent's positions and the contrast that's what it's all about if 
you're talking to a voter who didn't know very much which is a lot of us how would they how would a second 
carter mondale administration differ from the first well there are several things that we must do in this coming 
term that are very important and one thing we've got to do is to revitalize and modernize the american 
industrial base we have simply got to become more competitive we've got to get productivity rising in 
america much higher than it is today and that's one of the key objectives that we'll have we continue to need 
not only a strong defense and we'll continue to enhance the defense capabilities of this country but we've got 
to continue to work for arms control and restraint there are a whole range of other domestic issues terribly 
important which contrasts us from the republicans for example we already have i think the most pro- 
education record of any administration american history including lyndon johnson which was terrific and we 
intend to 
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which was terrific and we intend to continue that momentum toward education towards research toward 
development we intend to continue our assault on the nation's energy crisis we have already put in place the 
most sweeping and comprehensive energy proposal ever and it's already making a difference but we've got 
to keep at it and that solving the energy crisis is going to dominate a good deal of our attention in the 1980s i 
won't i won't give the president's speech thursday night but why don't you tune in and hear him here can i 
ask you mr vice president senator kennedy is kind of mad at you and is telling people that he's angry with 
you on a personal note and some of us in the press may have got this wrong i don't know but the kennedy 
people are saying that you made some crack about his patriotism did you ever do that no i didn't there was 
one story that was erroneous that went out uh senator kennedy is a patriot his family is patriotic they don't 


need me to tell them that that is self-evident i would never say such a thing and i have never said such a 
thing uh let me say something about these campaigns we've all been working very hard we've been traveling 
all over this country working 18 hours a day you've been sleeping in all those motels yes all those lovely uh 
motels all been rebuilt it's all been redecorated no it's not bad and we can get tired we get tired once ina 
while we get irritable and we sometimes say things we wouldn't say if we'd had a good night's sleep and this 
is uh you know politicians are human too they can get irritable just like a family neighbors and so on and 
most of that is forgotten in a couple of days i have a lot of respect for senator kennedy we worked together 
for years uh and i have a lot of respect for his loyalty to the democratic party and his devotion to the causes 
he espouses i hope he'll be around in public life 
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i hope he'll be around in public life for many many years and uh i don't mind saying that you think you make it 
up when this is all over yeah because you were pretty good friends yes and you know i have been through 
many campaigns where uh relationships get somewhat uh strained and almost always afterwards it works 
out mayor kutch was down here on the podium a few minutes ago making a uh very impassioned plea he 
said new york city is now spending 1 billion 100 million dollars a year on welfare which he thinks the federal 
government should either pay all over most of i gather and he said if we didn't have to pay that we could lend 
money to chrysler how would you respond to that there is no question that great cities particularly like new 
york have a disproportionate welfare burden uh and i won't go into the details but i i think it's just a fact that 
they have a disproportionate burden and that's one of the reasons that president carter so strongly supports 
welfare reform with the support of such people as senator moynihan and ed koch to try to get some 
responsible relief to communities all over the nations that are having their their their real estate taxes rise 
disproportionately while they try to take care of the compelling needs in their community okay senator 
kennedy is about to happen he does not want to be here when that's following the vote tonight it should be 
interesting and so we feel we should switch there and see what he has to say like staying listen we'd be 
delighted david the kennedy family has just walked into the starlight ballroom here at the waldorf astoria 
senator kennedy expected in just a minute or two as you might expect we're told the senator was 
disappointed with tonight's 
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senator was disappointed with tonight's vote on the rule he watched with a small group of family friends and 
aides in his suite on the 16th floor and has spent the time between then and now huddled with aides and 
speechwriters and part of that suite writing the remarks he's going to deliver here in just a few minutes before 
the vote tonight one of kennedy's closest aides told me that should he lose there is no possibility kennedy 
will withdraw but the senator will want his name placed in nomination and he will want to put up for the 
traditional roll call vote again the senator closest aide said there was no possibility the senator would 
withdraw whether that changes now will soon see kennedy was asked earlier today kennedy was asked 
earlier today whether this would mean his candidacy would be at an end and what he said in the wry way 
he's been conducting himself lately is that no it doesn't really end his candidacy but it makes it more difficult 
supporters here and there are a couple of hundred of them uh who are watching the roll call take place on tv 
were virtually silent during the whole thing and that was obviously because most of the news from the roll call 
was banned uh the results were worse than expected from everything i can tell of the kennedy staff's 
expectations there was a slight burst of optimism at some point late this afternoon when some of kennedy's 
chief aides were running around saying they were only 110 boats short well as it turned out they were far 
from the mark on that there was some excitement here tonight when the big states began to pass in the roll 
call during the roll call that was part of a kennedy strategy laid out to me a couple of weeks ago where they 
thought they could buy time that way they thought they could buy time so that momentum would build and 
generate among the delegations well it turns out that that strategy failed as well some of those states passed 
not only for the momentum reason but because there was a lot of confusion on the floor yesterday kennedy's 
people were saying

yesterday kennedy's people were saying even though there was a burst of optimism today as early as 
yesterday morning some of kennedy's top aides were saying that the only way they could really win this fight 
on the rule would be if the carter forces decided not to make a fight of it and give in so we are now waiting to 
see what senator kennedy will have to say when he arrives here the starlight ballroom of the waldorf astoria 
and he should be coming in any minute i guess you can see the members of the kennedy family not only his 
sisters and some of their children up on the platform now but also mrs robert kennedy is in the crowd they're 
not on the platform yet but they all are down there waiting for him and just a little while ago a lot of these 
young people were brought in here and given these kennedy hats which you might be able to see uh 
kennedy 80 hats and they're ready to give a big demonstration in his uh in his support when he does walk in 
there the one question that may remain now during this convention is the question of unity and i did have a 
discussion about that with one of kennedy's top aides earlier this evening and that aide told me that without 
an open convention the prospect for unity and by that i mean the traditional handshake at the end of the 
convention would be lessened he said to me if it's not an open convention it would be difficult to go up and 
shake hands on thursday night and this was one of kennedy's closest aides one of the hardest things to find 
out in this campaign is just how senator kennedy will behave on thursday night he is a man who from 
everything i can determine makes his own decisions at the last minute and really doesn't uh give that much 
take that much counsel until the time comes to make a decision so it's very hard to predict what he'll do the 
only kennedy aide who has talked to me about what the senator's thinking has been in the past couple of 
days is that he might appear on thursday and make a statement of support for mr 
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make a statement of support for mr carter but not appear thursday night i think the senator is coming into the 
room right now to make his uh speech on the rule and uh let's go down and see see if he's there he's not 
there another another burst of optimism here that has uh has gone no place but the senator is on his way 
and jim cummins is down in that crowd and jim i wonder if you've been able to speak with any of uh 
kennedy's people tonight about the move i have been able to speak with some of kennedy's people down 
here bob here comes the senator right now his people are not really that dejected and they've been eager to 
see him for more than an hour here he comes down here he will be greeting some of the people who work 
very hard in his campaign for nine months he's shaking hands with those people now [Applause] some 
advanced people people who have done a lot of the work behind the scenes have come here they let them 
stand along the ropes so that they could greet the senators now he's moving on the stage to make his 
statement we're told he will not take any questions after he's finished [Applause] senator senator kennedy at 
the podium now with his wife joan his son ted jr and his daughter cara 13 year old patrick kennedy is not up 
there with him now here is well i'm deeply gratified by the support i received on the rules fight tonight but not 
quite as gratified as president carter [Music] president carter's force have won an impressive victory this 
evening and i'm a realist and i know what this result means i have called president carter and congratulated 
him the efforts on the nomination is over my name will not be placed in nomination but the efforts but the 
efforts for democratic principles must and will continue i continue to care 
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i continue i continue to care deeply about the ideals of the democratic party i continue to care deeply about 
where this party stands and i hope the delegates will stand with me for a truly democratic platform tomorrow i 
will speak tomorrow tomorrow i will speak to the convention about the economic concerns that have been the 
heart of my campaign and about the commitments in the future of the democratic party i will speak again for 
the people i have seen and the cause i have carried across this country thank you okay so senator kennedy 
with a rather surprising announcement here tonight that senator are you now going to support president 
carter senator reporters trying to question senator kennedy on his way out of the hall and not having much 
luck as i say this was rather a surprising development here tonight just a couple of hours ago some of those 
aides who are closest to senator kennedy said that there was just no possibility that the senator was going to 


end his candidacy here tonight but as i said things changed very quickly in the kennedy campaign and this 
development happened rather quickly too so senator kennedy's name will not be placed in nomination and 
he will go on to make his fight for the platform and tomorrow night we can expect the kennedy forces to call 
for a roll call vote i think on the issue of 
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a roll call vote i think on the issue of a big jobs program the one issue left that he really has a major 
disagreement with with the carter forces so that's it from the starlight room of the waldorf astoria bob kerr and 
now over to john chancellor mr vice president he's taken his name out it's all over what's your reaction well 
first of all one of great admiration for senator kennedy i think we just saw a class act he could have been 
petulant he could have carried on and gone into a continuing divisive personal dispute he was big enough to 
see that there was no point in that he was big enough to call president carter and i think the democrats of this 
country and the people of this nation owen medet for being a big person tonight he's going to speak 
tomorrow night and introduce some minority platform planks are there any of his that you and the president 
have any terrible objection to we uh as a matter of fact if i may just back up a minute we have tried to resolve 
as many of these platform issues as we could and we've got them down to two or three disputes that are not 
fundamental but we think significant one is wage and price controls we honestly do not believe that if we 
imposed wage and price controls which would take incidentally months before you could get the congress if 
they did to adopt it would do anything but contribute to inflation the sources of inflation today come from 
international oil particularly we can't control those and and we would be gumming up the competitive system 
by a new system of bureaucratic interference we honestly don't think we can go for that it's one thing we 
couldn't settle secondly we agree that the projections of the economy that we projected are not satisfactory it 
would permit too much unemployment and that we need to move this economy 
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that we need to move this economy along to a higher level of productivity but we don't feel we can accept the 
specific highly detailed uh platform plank that the senators proposed we're working on something that i 
alluded to a few moments ago where we would try not just to stimulate the economy again run up inflation 
again interest rates again and then go back into another recession which we've done in very repetition over 
the history but instead to try to get a modernization process in place here where we could provide jobs but 
also provide increased productivity as we went along and also to invest in a profound way in energy related 
projects because we while we've done a lot the fact of it is that most american industry was built in cheap 
energy days and we have a massive billion billion dollar program uh that that in the private sector so that that 
in other words we just don't feel even though we we we agree that steps have to be taken and the president 
hinted at those steps in his urban league speech we don't feel that this is the right way to go so we'll have 
our debate the delegates will vote and that's in the interest of the democratic party and you are going to 
resist on these points those two planks that's right and 12 billion dollars for 800 000 jobs it isn't we we will 
provide that many jobs or more in the approach we want to take but we think there's less chance that it'll be 
inflationary the way we wish to go so as a matter of fact there there is a pretty uh profound agreement 
between us on the need to to move the economy forward where we disagree is on the remedy and that's 
why i don't while there will be a heated debate tomorrow i think uh particularly in light of senator kennedy's 
very generous and statesmanlike act tonight i think the the personal animosity will be largely removed and so 
therefore you expect him now even 
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and so therefore you expect him now even more to be on the podium with you all on friday night yeah 
thursday night i don't want to press him and that's a judgment but but from what we saw tonight we we're 
going to have a very good influential persuasive ally on the trail and it's bad news for mr reagan you expect 
him to be out there on the chicken and peas trail well he said he said yesterday and i believe me said if if i 
can support the nominee of this party i'll do more for him than anybody else mr vice president thank you for 


coming by and watching a little television with us thank you thank you very much we'll be back nbc news 
continues to report the 1980 democratic national convention here is david brinkley in the corridor here off the 
convention hall there are hot dog stands soft drink machines and the president carter's command post and 
i'm now told they're not ready so we'll go somewhere else we'll go to tom pettitt on the convention floor john 
david i'm in the massachusetts delegation where the people are still somewhat stunned by the decision of mr 
kennedy to withdraw kennedy for president that says you're not going to need that anymore are you 
apparently not we're certainly very disappointed and i understand what the senator has done though it's 
pointless to go into nomination at this point the convention's over in that sense let's hope that we we get 
some compromise on the platform though i feel the same way i'm pleased that the senator has taken himself 
out of the running is that's what you've said and because i think it's important now for all of us to focus on the 
fact that we have to beat ronald reagan for president you've been a partisan of senator kennedy's you've 
been for senator kennedy why are you so pleased that he's taken 
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why are you so pleased that he's taken himself because the vote was overwhelming and i'm disappointed 
that it was that way but since that's the case i don't want to see him run through all that and get another 
defeat i don't think that that would be good and i know he has to stand up there and support president carter 
so i don't want to see him go through any more pain senator kennedy has handled every defeat with such 
style and grace and i think he's done the same thing again tonight and we're going to beat ronald reagan 
that's the most important issue all of you are telling me you're going to unite behind the man you'd all been 
telling me you didn't want i'm prepared to support jimmy carter against ronald reagan are you prepared to 
support jimmy carter yesterday yes i think we're all democrats and we will support the democratic nominee in 
november because it's important to us to have a democrat in the white house thank you to tom brokaw with 
governor lamb of colorado an uncommitted delegate here a democrat who's not exactly one of jimmy carter's 
big fans out there in the western united states what about senator kennedy's decision to not place his name 
and nomination i think that he probably removes an impediment to party unity but the big question now is 
what the president is going to do he has to prove himself a good and gracious winner so you're still not really 
in jimmy carter's corner here well i will be a loyal democrat but tomorrow night i would plan to vote for 
somebody other than the president uh but i think that uh basically ronald reagan will bring me into the camp if 
jimmy carter won't you were by that you mean that you could uh vote for ronald reagan i'm not no no i'm 
saying that he will unify me uh yes the idea of choosing between ronald reagan and jimmy carter yes but i do 
think that it's not only me the question is a broader one out here about the 40 to 45 of the delegates that 
really feel that they're going to leave here disappointed we're going to have to get some unity we're going to 
have to get some enthusiasm and i think the president has to start putting some political oil on the water you 
think that uh ted kennedy withdrew his name too late well listen i think that that's such a personal decision 
but i do have to observe that i think that we could have done a lot better and maybe even carried it if in fact it 
didn't seem like a stalking horse for for ted kennedy if 
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stalking horse for for ted kennedy if the open convention thing would have come he would have withdrawn 
uh say at noon today we might have had a chance of winning it governor richard lamb of wallace governor 
joe brennan of maine is the only governor who supported ted kennedy this year were you surprised by his 
pull out tonight well first i was disappointed that he lost but he fought the good fight i was proud to be 
associated with him in the campaign i intend to support president carter i hope he does i think it was realistic 
though the votes just weren't there and i think now is the time to go on to get the act together to beat ron 
reagan the one remaining piece of suspense in this convention is what ted kennedy will do on thursday night 
whether he's going to go up to hyannis and go fishing or whether he's going to come up on the podium and 
shake hands unify the party with jimmy carter well i would hope that he would support the president i think i 
know he feels deeply about his commitment but he's a good democrat he comes from a family of good 
democrats it's important that the democratic party try to unite to defeat reagan in the fall you know it was a 
long campaign we spent a lot of snowy evenings in saco and biddeford up in maine during the caucuses 


there any final thoughts about what went wrong for ted kennedy well i think he got some bad breaks you 
know he announced then there's the iranian crisis and then at that time i think he could have gotten a lot of 
endorsements but it would have seemed rather unpatriotic to endorse a candidate against the president 
when we had an international crisis the afghanistan problem the other problems that came up that he 
couldn't control a lot of breaks went against it but i think he personally showed a lot of character came back 
strongly did it with a lot of class and i think he did himself proud joe brennan thanks very much here in the 
pennsylvania delegation jim mahoney a big man in big labor a big kennedy supporter and also a member of 
the democratic national committee first of all are you surprised or saddened by kennedy's withdrawal i'm i'm 
literally chagrined i'm not surprised i expected him to withdraw when it was obvious that the almost 600 vote 
difference meant that there was just no way from to be nominated main question now tomorrow kennedy 
comes 
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main question now tomorrow kennedy comes here he's still pushing for his minority reports the key one the 
jobs program 12 billion dollars to create 800 000 jobs carter has rejected that is that going to come to an up 
and down vote or is there going to be a compromise i think it'd be a compromise i don't feel that president 
carter has rejected the jaws program as you know the traditional base of the democratic party has been full 
employment the labor movement's philosophy has always been a program for jobs for people and in order to 
bring unity to the party in order to elect the people that we must across the state as you know garrett we 
have to elect 258 people in pennsylvania come to november now you hope there's going to be a compromise 
do you know there's going to be a compliment are there talks going on i think that there are talks going on 
there has to be we're all practical people the philosophy of the democratic party has always been one of jobs 
and full employment that's the philosophy of the delegates here that's the philosophy of the labor movement 
it just has to be and tomorrow we will have a program which will be acceptable to the democrats across the 
country i just happen to be there jim mahoney of pennsylvania thank you very much now over to ken body 
thank you garrick i'm with tim hagan the cuyahoga county chairman in ohio the man whose county committee 
passed the first draft kennedy resolution more than a year ago tim we just watched the shell shock kennedy 
staff walk out these doors they had no idea what the senator had just said that he was going to say what he 
just said are you surprised no i've watched senator kennedy for 17 years in the united states senate i know 
he's been a democrat all of his life i believe that his actions indicate that we're not going to engage in an 
esoteric discussion of something that is inevitable that carter has got the nomination locked you said a long 
time ago that jimmy carter was not the sort of president that you thought should be leading the democratic 
party are you now convinced that the platform that they're about to adopt that compromise has made are 
adequate that you're going to get in line and support the president ronald reagan is not the kind of president 
that should lead the country and that's the question well that question will unite the democratic party tim what 
do you expect senator kennedy to do on thursday night traditionally get up on the platform and put his arm 
around the 
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platform and put his arm around the president raise their arms together is that what you expect senator 
kennedy obviously will do what he wants to do i would expect him to act as he's always acted as a democrat 
tomorrow we will argue and debate the economic differences plank that we have and we will resolve that 
tomorrow i think that senator kennedy will will support the democratic nominee i expect him to do that just 
before june 3rd you and i talked right before the ohio primary you told me at that time that jimmy carter 
couldn't possibly carry ohio how does it stand today he cannot carry ohio today who'd win ohio today reagan 
will in ohio but we can win it's a fight we have to address ourselves to what reagan is offering the country 
what the republican party is going to offer the country the next 10 weeks but when jimmy carter comes to 
cuyahoga county to cleveland tim hagan will be there on the podium with him i am a democrat i will be with 
the democratic nominee thank you tim hagan and now up to the booth to john chancellor um senator daniel 
patrick moynihan was up here talking tonight about the some of the things that he would be saying to the 
convention this evening he is saying them now let's go down and listen it may be perhaps encouraged to 


read for to repeat we have a history our democratic party is the party of liberty where liberty lives we reside 
where democracy struggles we are engaged in the middle east for example at this moment the struggle 
grows ominous once more the united states has made peace between the two great peoples of israel and 
egypt there are those who will not accept this peace may we then suggest that they read the platform of the 
democratic party for here we speak in perfect confidence for the whole of the nation jerusalem the platform 
declares should remain forever divided jerusalem is the capital of israel we will move our embassy there 
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israel we will move our embassy there and let those who would come in arms against the walls of jerusalem 
understand that we too are on those walls we are not about to commit our strength to protecting the rich 
societies of that region while permitting the destruction of the free ones so to the election and the great 
testing of the democracy throughout our history whenever free societies have been under assault the 
democratic party has rallied the world to the defense of liberty prudence principle and courage give life to our 
campaign hope will bring us history and the platform and our candidate will deserve the victory that follows 
may i say to you that reggie jackson did it tonight we can do it in november thank you you say the 400th 
home run [Applause] reggie jackson for anyone who may not know hit his 400th home run tonight the next 
conflict here in this convention hall will be about the democratic platform several planks on which the carter 
forces and the kennedy forces disagree one for example has to do with jobs job creating programs 
government programs kennedy wants to call for 12 billion dollars to be spent making jobs the carter attitude 
is to offer to to offer a rich fattening dessert whereas kennedy wants to make it precise and exact and give a 
recipe for chocolate cake they will argue about that tomorrow night settle it somehow marvin calve has been 
studying the platform and their 
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been studying the platform and their differences and has a report marvin david for whatever it's worth there is 
only one basic difference between the carter and kennedy camps and foreign and defense policy that 
concerns the mx missile a new multi-billion dollar mobile intercontinental missile that the carter people want 
to see developed and deployed as a hedge against the growing nuclear might of the soviet union the 
kennedy people oppose an accelerated deployment of the mx and one dissident carter delegate joe smith of 
oregon opposes the system itself he's gaining strength in his position may at triumph in this platform fight 
otherwise the democratic party is reasonably united in the area of foreign and defense policy and is 
gathering its strength for a major contest with the republican party basically on two points the goal of military 
superiority over the soviet union the gop platform embraces it the democrats propose nuclear equivalence 
and the shell strategic arms treaty salt the republicans say it is fundamentally flawed and must be 
renegotiated the democrats say it ought to be passed by the senate at the earliest feasible time what this 
means is that most democrats have adjusted to a diminished world role for the us in the 1980s the 
republicans fused to accept any kind of diminution they want america's military strength to be tops in the 
world as once it was back to john marvin uh various democrats are and people in this hall are beginning to 
understand what really has happened here the end of the kennedy candidacy for 1980 at any rate one that 
started i suppose more than about a late last fall and most of this year these democrats have been thinking 
about that it's over among those who are thinking these thoughts is john white the democratic national 
chairman and he's on the podium now with jessica savage mr white were you surprised no i really wasn't uh i 
had predicted uh beginning last year 
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i had predicted uh beginning last year that the president uh if he ran again would be renominated and uh i 
think uh the events tonight are assured his renomination and i think that it's gone about according to 
schedule the vote on the rule was wider than was expected no not really most of the publicity about the rule 
uh i i didn't have any delegates call me and tell me particularly that they they thought we that we had a bad 
rule most of the people supported it those that didn't support it i i don't question their integrity nor their their 


purposes in mind but i would think had they had a majority of the votes they would have taken the same 
position we did senator kennedy has now said his name has been taken out of nomination the next question 
everybody wants to know is will the senator come up here on the podium thursday night when jimmy carter is 
renominated by this convention really well i don't know i haven't talked to the senator nor have i talked to any 
of his aides he very well may do it but what is more important than that is what the senator does in 
september and october so i'm not as concerned about a ritualistic appearance here on this podium as i am 
the senator helping unify the party and and campaigning for the president you haven't talked to him yet will 
you soon oh i would expect to probably say democratic national committee chairman john white saying he 
was not surprised and he expects a party unity in the long run this is jessica savage on the podium now to 
judy woodruff we're standing here talking with jody powell president's press secretary can you tell us about 
the president's conversation with the senator it was a very positive and a very constructive conversation they 
congratulated one another on very tough effective un campaigns they agreed that the task before us now is 
to get this party together and to deal with a threat that the new republican leadership poses to sound policies 
both domestically and in the foreign policy area they agreed that the staff people would 
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they agreed that the staff people would get together and make every effort to resolve the remaining 
differences uh if that's not possible in some areas and obviously they can be dealt with by votes on the 
convention floor but it was a very positive sort of conversation we've got some work to do uh all of us and uh 
that's what's ahead of us tonight the kennedy campaign for the president well i think that's something you'll 
have to ask senator kennedy about how can you do away how can you do away with eight to ten months of 
animosity uh in a moment well i don't know of any particular animosity on our part and uh i think it's 
characteristic of the democratic party that when we fight we have a good one we don't uh we don't pull 
punches and we don't back off but when it's over we generally get together and i think that will be particularly 
true this year because never has the contrast been so great never have we had a brand of republican 
leadership that has pro proposed so many things that differ not only with the basic philosophy the democratic 
party but with the philosophy of the republican party as we've known over the past two decades but now that 
the senator has said he's not going to place his name and nomination is the president prepared to make 
some adjustments in the economic language and the platform tomorrow night well i'm sure that's what we'll 
be talking about is whether in areas where we disagree and i think it would be uh foolish to expect that two 
strong men would agree on every single uh comma period and semicolon of an economic plank to see 
though if we can't find some language that's mutually acceptable that expresses uh the goals which uh both 
the president and senator kennedy do do share for the economy of this country that's what we'll be working 
on whether we'll be successful or not i don't know but how many hours of debate will that leave did kennedy 
or did kennedy not pledge to go out and campaign for the president in this phone call as i think i said earlier i 
don't know what statement he made if he made any on that point and even if i did 
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i did my inclination would be to let him make that public and not uh do it myself do you think this means now 
that he will be on the platform third i have no way of knowing that what what is next for the carter campaign 
uh what can you do now what is next now is to begin this process initiated by the president and the senator 
of attempting to find areas of agreement to find language it bridges differences uh define languages 
language that will help bring this party together and put us in a position to deal with the proposals made by 
the republican party so we can begin to concentrate on exposing exactly what that party under this new 
leadership stands for one quick question were you surprised if you mean did i expect it uh no i heard from 
the president uh we heard from the president shortly before the senator went on television but that was the 
first uh indication we had okay thank you uh we've been talking with presidents press secretary jody powell 
now back to john chancellor well um apparently there'll be some meetings here in new york city tonight trying 
further to compromise to work out compromise language on some of the disputed planks in the platform 
which are to be debated here tomorrow and what do the republicans think about all this we'll have their 
reaction after this convention moments edwin newman footnotes the democratic convention of 1912. brought 


to you by the bell system yellow pages the first step let your fingers do the walking through the bell system 
yellow pages at the democratic convention of 1912 the nomination of woodrow wilson was helped by a 
demonstration for another candidate he was champ clark of missouri speaker of the house clark had come to 
baltimore the front runner having won a number of state primaries 
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primaries for nine ballots clark led wilson governor of new jersey former president of princeton and two other 
candidates by a substantial margin the heat inside the hall was stifling delegates literally sweated out the 
kind of break that would give clark the nomination it appeared to come on the 10th ballot when new york 
threw its votes to clark his people reacted with a wild demonstration that lasted 90 minutes but while they 
celebrated the wilson forces did some politicking and managed to keep the convention under control the 
tenth ballot was clark's high point on the 30th wilson took the lead and on the 46th he was nominated for 
champ clark it was a case of what might have been jonathan listening to these statements by various 
democrats in the last few minutes it is remarkable in politics how the hostility toward an opponent ripens into 
love the minute he drops out of the race the republic some republican leaders in washington have been 
watching all of this and we have invited them from time to time to give us their comments about what they're 
seeing and hearing they're there with bill monroe bill thank you david republican national chairman bill brock 
and republican senator rudy boschwitz of minnesota chairman bach are you a bit impressed perhaps a bit 
dismayed at how the democrats are moving rapidly toward unity senator kennedy has withdrawn his name 
and we hear kennedy people saying reagan is going to unite them behind carter well i thought i've expected 
that all the way through like we're not distressed because you you expect both parties to get together at their 
conventions we've seen it a little faster tonight than i think remains on the platform there must be an 
accommodation there kennedy's questions have been right the carter administration has used 
unemployment high interest rates in this battle 
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high interest rates in this battle against inflation and in that case uh kennedy's criticisms are the capital things 
we're going to be saying in the fall it is a question of jobs and of economic growth and the democratic 
administration has yet to to respond to that question we'll see what they do on the platform senator 
boschwich what about the possibility if you gentlemen see the country moving conservatives i think you knew 
that the platform fight might help president carter in emphasizing that as opposed to senator kennedy he is 
against carter's against wage and price controls he is against the 12 billion dollar job program which the 
carter people say is inflationary might that not help him well i'm not so sure that president carter is going to 
win all those fights on the platform i couldn't understand why ken kennedy kept going on through the 
primaries losing and losing even when he was so far behind that he couldn't win at the convention and now 
suddenly dropping out perhaps the reason is that he wants to salvage something at this convention and win 
some of the fights on the platform and at least come out in some way the winner so that he can live and fight 
another day as i'm sure he will even if he won the fight on the platform might not the public perception be that 
president carter is the more conservative of the two men yes it depends on how you define conservative i i 
can't see uh that it's very conservative to to call for as the democratic budget does an increase of 1 million 
people out of work this year those are human beings and you know when we wrote our platform the most 
important single ingredient was jobs jobs jobs i think that's what kennedy is asking the democrats to do i'm 
not sure that i agree with his particular approach but at least he's asked the right question and the president 
so far has refused to deal with the economic difficulty the stopping of our growth that he has directed 
deliberately encouraged as a result of his own policy some of the bunch which is president may i comment 
just for a moment on the idea if you talk about the platform you have to realize that the democrats rejected 
the idea of a balanced budget which obviously the american people want 
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which obviously the american people want and which very obviously this nation needs as well all polls show 
that 80 percent of the people support the idea of a balanced budget as a prime mover in battling inflation 
thank you chairman black and thank you senator brashwich boswitch now back to madison square guy i 
have trouble with it too yeah we're waiting for the keynote speech to be delivered here at madison square 
garden um and while we're waiting for that david it seems to me that we saw something tonight here on 
television a few minutes ago that um is a very very dramatic moment which was carried out in a low-key 
manner this kennedy dropping out this kennedy coming to the end of this particular quest somebody asked 
him the other day what he learned in this campaign he thought about it for a while he said i learned to lose so 
for kennedy that's very hard well he did it rather well the interesting another interesting thing about it is that 
this is the same kennedy in new york on monday night who in new york on friday night said quote i am the 
only democrat who can beat reagan in november i assume if he believed it then he believes it now and so i 
wonder how eager he's going to be to involve himself in a campaign he from his own words i take it he sees 
as a losing campaign well he even had a teleprompter a prompting device i think installed in his hotel suite 
so as to practice his acceptance speech well now that's teddy kennedy this year was seized it seems to me 
by some kind of shakespearean madness i don't think it can be explained in terms that don't involve 
bloodlines and family and pride and ambition i think it's i don't doubt for one minute that he believes sincerely 
what he says about the democratic party and its principles and ideals as he interprets them but i think 
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ideals as he interprets them but i think to go through the human story of that man this year you really have to 
go into things that are much more fundamental to the human personality than just 12 billion dollar job 
program you might even call it vagnerian melodrama with clouds and lightning flashes around the mountain 
peaks he tried to do this year what two of his brothers did without even mussing their hair not one kennedy 
except for for uh bobby in one primary ever lost anything and this year he's been trying to do with with great 
difficulty what they did with great ease and i think the answer is simply a different country now we've had a 
cold shower since the sixties when john and robert kennedy were running and winning everything i have a 
little something that i was writing out the other night about the democratic words these themes and principles 
that kennedy's have espoused it seems to me david you put it this way that jack kennedy knew the words 
jack kennedy said the words but didn't always believe that bobby kennedy heard the words and ultimately 
acted on it and that ted kennedy remembered the words and in the end they did him in well he waited 20 
years to use them which was too long as it turned out do you think we're getting a little too flowery well 
maybe something impressive yes chris wallace no jessica is it jessica jessica it is indeed it is jessica with the 
keynote speaker who is getting ready to make his keynote speech congressman udall and congressman 
you've got a hard act to follow with all that has happened here tonight yeah i figured i'd probably be writing 
my speech on the back of an old envelope but the senator kennedy's announcement was a kind of bad 
timing from my standpoint i had finally decided what to say and i i'll have to modify that a little bit i want to 
pay a tribute to senator kennedy he's had a bad year and a lot of things he didn't expect but he's been gallant 
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he didn't expect but he's been gallant and courageous i think it's a great story i think he ought to be very 
proud of what he's done you would expected him to seek some kind of counsel maybe before he made some 
kind of decision like this some kind of announcement you would perhaps expect it to be one of those you 
might consult no not necessarily he's got a lot of advisors around him and i endorsed him early on and uh 
from time to time we've talked but i was wanted to be available for council if he needed it but i didn't expect 
necessarily i'd be talked to before this decision you think that the way he handled this has left his options 
clearly open for 84. yeah he's anybody can be a good winner it takes real class to be a good loser 
particularly when the polls have been telling you you could beat anybody and everybody and i think he's 
enhanced his stature by his determination and tenacity in this campaign this is congressman udall who's 
been scratching out his new keynote speech it says right at the top of remarks could possibly be amended 
and i guess he'll be amended quite a bit you'll be speaking in about the 15 minutes from now i suppose we're 
getting pretty close okay we're getting pretty close prime time and guam may be the way we're going here i'm 


sure there'll be some people listening jessica savage on the podium to chris wallace on the floor mike ford 
worked long and hard for ted kennedy this year from iowa in january to west virginia in june and even tonight 
he was out here in the ohio delegation trying to get votes on the rules now it's all over mike it's got to be a 
tough night it is absolutely it's been nine months nine and a half months on the road and uh it's it's a 
disappointment to have it end as fast in one vote uh but uh it's something that i'll never regret i'm very proud 
to have been a part of but absolutely it was a disappointment for all the talk about an open convention 
beating the rule over the last few weeks as you look back on it now did you ever really stand a chance 
against the president well we've been hearing questions like that since iowa and we've won our share 
primaries and we had our share of delegates so from our point of view it was always a fair assumption that 
we had a chance and that's the way we felt up until the vote so i you know that to me wouldn't be a realistic 
position there's been a lot of 
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realistic position there's been a lot of talk tonight about joining ranks behind jimmy carter can mike ford who 
works so long and hard for ted kennedy can you work for jimmy carter this fall well i can't work for anybody 
for a while i've been on the road a long time i'm gonna have to go home and i'm gonna have to rest be with 
my family and i'm gonna have to think about it gonna go have a few drinks tonight i think i'll sleep tonight not 
getting much sleep the last few days no sleep at all for a long time mike ford thanks very much all right we 
are here outside the carter trailer area where we have just been told by dick moe who is vice president 
mondale's chief of staff that there will be a meeting tomorrow morning between uh just one second we'll 
listen to uh to part to chairman bobster president and a and of senator carter senator kennedy would uh get 
together at the earliest opportunity and begin to work to resolve the differences between them there's still 
substantial differences there and they need to be resolved and we'll do our very best do you think the 
platform disagreements could continue as they are and be debated they have no agreement that 
everything's washed away it was they had a very constructive conversation and they agreed to each in good 
faith have their people do their very best to resolve the differences that exist between them they had they as i 
said they congratulated each other they had a good exchange the chemistry was good and they agreed they 
would in good faith do their very best to resolve these differences so we could have in real good faith a 
genuine unified democratic party we'll start on that process we've already started hamilton hamilton jordan 
and others have sp and dick moe and the others and i've spoken with paul kirk he'll put his people together 
we'll put our people together and we'll do our very best all of us will we want to show the difference between 
the democratic party it is platform and the republican party this platform we certainly want to show the 
difference between jimmy carter and ronald reagan this we intend to do in this convention the talks are going 
to wait until 
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the talks are going to wait until tomorrow morning start tomorrow morning yes it's been a full night who's turf 
okay as uh as carter campaign chairman bob strauss has just said there will be meeting tomorrow morning at 
nine o'clock between top kennedy aids top carter aides to talk perhaps about putting away some of their 
differences over the party platform this is judy woodruff outside the the carter the carter the carter what is this 
the carter trailers and now to david brinkley we've been calling it the command post rightly or wrongly um 
let's see bob strauss was talking about some of the economic planks in the platform they will meet tomorrow 
he said john and presumably draw up some kind of agreement which may come to be called the treaty of 
new york mike jensen our business correspondent has a report for us now on the economic planks in the 
democratic platform mike david the interesting thing that's going on here is that they're really talking about 
how we can get out of this recession that we're in uh president carter has taken what is traditionally a 
republican position that is he says he just wants to sort of wait it out keep government spending down and 
not make inflation any worse than it is senator kennedy on the other hand has taken the old-fashioned 
democratic position of saying we're going to spend our way out of this recession we're going to provide 
plenty of jobs for people at government expense all that has now been translated into a platform fight the 
kennedy people are seeing just how far they can push the carter people into accepting planks that they might 


not really want and the carter people are seeing how much of this they can resist how much they can get 
their own way and still preserve party unity so what have the carter people given up so far let's have a look 
one kennedy plank says the party will not pursue a policy of high interest rates and unemployment to fight 
inflation that's exactly what the carter administration has been doing of course but the carter folks still 
accepted that 
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but the carter folks still accepted that plank they haven't accepted the kennedy plank that calls for a new 12 
billion dollar anti-recession program one that would create 800 000 new jobs and they don't want wage and 
price controls that's something that the kennedy people do want now all this is quite different from the 
republican platform that was accepted last month in detroit they went for a very big big tax cut for both 
business and individuals in the hopes that that would stimulate the economy again the democrats want a tax 
cut but they don't want one that's quite that large and that of course raises the question does all of this mean 
anything historically it has meant something but in this convention i suspect that the economic platform is 
more political than economic thank you the um it's my guess that the platforms may be a little bit more 
important this time because the carter people are talking about running against ronald reagan the republican 
platform no support for era and many of the other things and i have a feeling that the republicans will be 
running against the democratic platform so that in terms of what a party pledges to do these documents may 
not be all that important in what parties say about each other they may be much more important we'll be 
back with more after this [Music] tom brokaw is on the floor in the georgia delegation and is talking to state 
representative julian bond about tonight's news which is substantial tom may i first of all upgrade him he is 
now state senator julian bond david he is a kennedy delegate from the georgia delegation not exactly a fan of 
president jimmy carter what is your reaction first of all senator bond to the idea that senator kennedy will not 
even place his name and nomination i think that's a good idea no i don't i'm real disappointed i think 
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no i don't i'm real disappointed i think this vote tonight showed what the outcome would have been had he 
stayed in but i wanted the process to go all the way i wanted a big fight on the platform tomorrow i wanted 
him nominated on wednesday and if he was going to lose i wanted him to lose that way in conventional party 
politics however everyone would say well that's just one great way to divide this party i don't think so i think 
you could have had a gracious handshake or an embrace or a victory hug between he and president carter i 
just rather would have seen it work its way through the natural progression of things republicans figure this is 
their year for getting a lot of the black vote in the south and elsewhere do you think there's any chance that 
they'll be able to do that well not if you remember that two weekends ago the kkk endorsed the republican 
ticket and said the republican platform sounded as if it had been written by a member of the clubhouse clan i 
don't think many black people are going to be attracted to that you've had your differences with president 
carter in the past will you campaign actively form in georgia probably so and i say probably so because i'm 
still absorbing this i thought if given the choice between reagan and carter carter was easily my candidate but 
i thought i'd go through kennedy first one year ago it looked like senator kennedy had an insurmountable 
lead over president carter did you ever expect at that time that the results would be what they were tonight 
no i didn't i thought he'd go down from his standing last november as any candidate does when he actually 
gets out there and gets his feet wet but i never dreamed that he'd go from being so far ahead to being so far 
behind let me ask you a final question in 1968 you were nominated for vice president and you could not 
enough accept now old enough you're gonna be a candidate for anything during this convention i doubt it 
walter mondale i think has got a lock on that job okay thank you very much julian bond now state senator 
from georgia now let's go to jim cummins at the kennedy headquarters at the waldorf hotel jim tom one of 
ken senator kennedy's aides uh just held a background briefing for us and and saying that it's never easy to 
lose uh he said the senator is not totally dejected by what happened tonight and he 
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dejected by what happened tonight and he described for us the scene in kennedy's suite two floors below us 
here he has a 12-room suite he says the senator watched the vote watch the balloting on all three television 
networks with his family and some staff members he said the senator waited until the balloting was finished 
turned to some of the family and staff members and discussed the possibility of withdrawing from the race 
this aide says it was not a long involved discussion the senator made the decision and uh after that the 
withdrawal statement was written he made two telephone calls one before his decision and one after the first 
call was to what they call the boiler room where his operatives are working near the convention hall he talked 
to paul kirk his campaign political director and then after writing his withdrawal statement or after it was 
written we're not sure who wrote it that's when he placed the call to president carter senator kennedy was 
asked by his aides what he said to the president he said it was a private conversation the call was made 
shortly before he came up here and made his announcement the senator was concerned about the timing of 
the announcement because he didn't want to uh in any way uh interrupt the keynote speech tonight so there 
was a lot of confusion here at one time about when he was going to make it his staff found out the keynote 
speech was to be delivered at 10 45 or something like that eastern time that's when the senator decided to 
come here at ten o'clock two other people were in the room with the senator when he made his decision one 
was senator george mcgovern and the other is former california senator john tunney mcgovern later said in 
his opinion he thought kennedy had done the right thing we also understand the reports tonight from the 
white house uh of meetings between the kennedy people and the white house people this particular aide 
says he has heard nothing about those meetings but he may not really know john thank you well that was an 
interesting report on what happened at the waldorf astoria tonight when senator kennedy brought it all to an 
end now to garrick utley 
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utley with in the ohio delegation with martin hughes a carter supporter and an official of the communication 
workers of america now mr hughes we understand that you have been in contact with some people um in mr 
eisenhower about the subject of a possible compromise on the minority demands of the kennedy group here 
that the president um support of a greater emphasis on creating jobs as a possible compromise what can 
you tell us about this well there's a draft underway to reconcile the views between the administration and 
senator kennedy and what would that proposal be well that would be a an adjunct i think to the president's 
speech before the urban league in which he said there would be the creation of billions and millions of jobs 
that is being detailed right now and it is hopeful that we can work out a compromise in the platform 
committee and that it will be acceptable to president kennedy and we think if we accomplish this it will unify 
this convention behind the uh the carter ticket the carter mondale ticket i believe that uh and this will be 
contained in the president's acceptance speech to this convention it will certainly be a strong platform uh 
plank it will help the working men and women here in the united states and it will certainly be extremely 
strong compared to the provisions contained in the reagan platform mr hughes you are confident that there 
will be a compromise agreement i'm confident there will be some kind of a compromise on that thank you 
very much martin hughes chairman of the ohio delegation now up to david brinkley thank you coming up in a 
moment a few couple of minutes is the keynote speech by representative stuart udall of arizona who has an 
interesting recent history in the party he ran against carter in the primaries four years ago along with an all- 
star cast that i doubt anyone could name i'm going to tell you who they were 
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name i'm going to tell you who they were henry jackson frank church jerry brown george wallace ellen 
mcecormick fred harris birch bai sergeant shriver milton schapp and lloyd benson where are they today we'll 
be back in a moment nbc news continues to report the 1980 democratic national convention here is david 
brinkley maurice udall maurice udall stewart's his brother is the keynoter we'll be along in a minute a couple 
of days ago he was saying to the delegates here in new york about the debates they were to have on various 
questions he said give us words that are gentle and tender because tomorrow we may have to eat them he 
is about to be introduced john well some of the people we've seen here tonight have been soft in interviews 
but tough down on the podium for example the national chairman john white a decent civilized texan uh said 


tonight here in the hall that the republicans are unfit to govern he said no matter how slick their candidate is 
or how well packaged their convention was there's still the same party that gave us the great depression 
mccarthyism watergate spiro agnew and richard nixon i think it's going to be some fall congresswoman 
geraldine ferraro is now introducing congressman udall boyce for their opinions serving his congress and his 
colleagues well by teaching through example we are fortunate as democrats we are fortunate to have him on 
our side but to have him also as a leader to whom we can look for guidance as americans we are fortunate 
to have a man who has worked diligently and effectively on our behalf but none are as fortunate as the 
people of the second district of arizona he has represented them for almost two 
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he has represented them for almost two decades bringing their opinions to washington and expressing them 
in a manner which has made his colleagues seek him out for advice as to how we can best serve our 
constituents and our nation and the people of the second district of arizona in addition to all that have our 
gratitude for sending us this man it is a privilege to be able to address this convention it is with pride that i 
introduce a colleague but most importantly it is an honor to give you the honorable morris k [Applause] 
[Music] udall right all right [Applause] so 
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[Applause] [Music] [Applause] hello [Applause] thank you [Applause] well thank you thank you i like it i want 
to thank geraldine ferraro who's a great legislator and a great woman and a great credit to this country in our 
party and after that introduction i can hardly wait to hear what i have to say and i guess the first thing to say 
is that we've got a tough fight on our hands we better get to work right here and right now i'm sure that those 
people at home have already heard the news and i suspect most of you have but just about a half an hour 
ago senator kennedy announced that his name would not be placed in nomination [Music] the alaska 
delegation was just seen walking out and saw it all and they promised to do the nominee for the party is 
going to be

the nominee for the party is going to be tonight [Music] it is it isn't in my speech but i wanted to say 
something about senator kennedy who's a great american and a great man and who's dominated [Applause] 
for four straight elections the polls have shown that he could beat almost any opponent in his own party or 
the other party you know the rarest thing in politics is a true draft a real honest draft and i think you have to 
say looking back this movement that started about a year ago the draft kennedy movement was a as closest 
to a genuine draft as we come in our political system and the second thing the second thing i wanted to say 
is that almost anybody can be a great a good winner what takes real class and real gallantry is the kind of 
performance that senator kennedy has put on these last few months through disappointment of all kinds a 
year ago congressmen and governors and party leaders all over the country were saying you got to run you 
got to save us and senator kennedy was beating everyone in the polls at that time and he picked up his 
sword and said all right i'll go into battle and he got out and put on his armor and picked up his sword and he 
looked back and a lot of people had been telling him to run weren't there anymore and so i know that he's 
disappointed but he fought a great fight and we all owe him a debt of gratitude [Applause] [Music] and i 
remember with tears quite frequently 1968 when two of his brothers had been killed in a period of five years 
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in a period of five years and senator edward kennedy at the memorial for his slain brother robert finished up 
with this tribute for robert kennedy which i think applies to his brother edward he said this man saw suffering 
and tried to stop it he saw war and tried to end it and he saw injustice and sought to block it and i think that's 
the kind of performance we've had from senator kennedy and i'm greatly indebted to it [Applause] and i want 
to say something about president carter and vice president mondale i think no administration in modern 
times has received less credit for some pretty solid achievements they've developed in the last three years 


and we better start getting that message out to the country because we got a tough fight on our hands you 
know back in 1928 governor al smith of new york was the first catholic to ever be nominated for the 
presidency there was a time of bigotry and not a great deal of tolerance and some people were saying that 
the pope already had his bags packed and was ready to come to the united states and take over this country 
just as soon as al smith was elected well smith had a pretty good sense of humor and the night that herbert 
hoover clobbered him for the presidency in 1928 smith told a rally he said uh i have just sent a cable to the 
pope his holiness at the vatican and he said it reads unpack well i guess uh we've got a message for ronald 
reagan out there in pacific palisades somewhere tonight unpack and stop working on that inaugural address 
because you may not need it we're going to win [Applause] [Music] and i guess governor reagan feels pretty 
good about the big lead that he has in the polls but so did tom dewey 
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but so did tom dewey and governor reagan if you're listening out there we're coming after you and we're 
going to win [Applause] you need a sense of humor in this business and uh franklin roosevelt who was hated 
by a lot of the big business community uh and i think saved the free enterprise system used to tell the tycoon 
in the 1930s who went to his wall street office each morning paid a nickel for a newspaper glanced at the 
front page and threw it in the trash and after about a week the news boy said sir why do you waste your 
money you buy a paper look at the front page curse and throw it in the trash and the old man said son is 
none of your business but to be honest i am looking for an obituary and the boy said but sir the obituaries are 
not found on the front page they're in the back of the paper and the old man said listen kid the obituary i'm 
looking for will be on the front page well a lot of folks are writing democratic obituaries for 1980 but let me 
say that this old democratic mule isn't easy to that easy to get rid of and if we handle ourselves right in the 
next 72 hours we can come out of here with a fighting chance to put this all together i can't help this is 
serious business that we're talking about here tonight but i can't help kidding my republican friends a little bit 
and poking some fun at them these candidates they crank up now and then seem to be recycling old ideas 
an old candidacy you remember back in 1964 when they said that barry goldwater had said that he could 
carry all 13 states all of the states all 13 of them and we and we had somebody reported the other day that 
the reagan plan was if there was a nuclear attack he would have michael landon get the wagons in a circle 
the first thing around 
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and the other old story that uh ronald reagan has signed a new film contract with that studio called 18th 
century fox [Music] [Applause] a few weeks ago i tuned in on that republican telethon out in detroit and most 
of you won't believe what was going on i saw ronald reagan i mean the real ronald w reagan quoting with 
approval from franklin roosevelt and that was a little like spiro agno quoting from henry kessinger on the 
need to be humble in public office i thought [Music] and you won't believe it but gerald ford i mean gerald ford 
was out there saying that one of the greatest presidents that he admired was harry truman uh and that wasn't 
quite what he was telling the folks out in grand rapids back in the 1940s and 50s but old given hell harry was 
our my kind of man and our kind of democrat you remember back when he retired truman was asked why he 
always gave the republicans hell he said i didn't give him hell i just told the truth and it sounded like hell to 
the republican all right everybody in this hall and everybody out in america knows we're behind and sure we 
got a rough road ahead of the sex for the next 90 days but as we gather in this hall some kind of volume 
there are going to be serious things at stake like the kind of country we're going to have for the next 
generation and we'll be selecting the man the head of the world's most powerful country the man who will 
hold in his hand the power of survival or destruction and not just for the united states but to a large extent of 
this entire planet yes strange things are going on these days in our party the democratic party we've been 
chastised for republicans as long as i can remember on something called fiscal 
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on something called fiscal responsibility there are great old republican speeches you remember about you 
can't spend yourselves rich and money doesn't grow on trees and balance the budget and reduce the 
national debt the party of calvin coolidge has been warning us as long as i can remember that we can't 
spend ourselves rich and that there's no free lunch and now here in 1980 this party meets out in detroit and 
they tell us that there is a free lunch that you really can spend yourselves rich i held in my hand a few 
moments ago the republican platform this document it wasn't our platform it wasn't the libertarians platform it 
wasn't even written by the trilateral commission which the john bird society is so afraid of this was the 1980 
republican platform the party of harding and hoover and coolidge and it says to americans yeah you can 
spend yourselves rich this free lunch they're talking about now is this discredited kemp roth regan tax plan 
and it's the republicans promise to the american people democrats and sensible republicans in 
independence hard-pressed businessman and every respectable economist and conservative editor's editors 
all agree that you can't have a hundred and forty billion dollars in tax cuts and a hundred billion in new 
defense spending over the next three years and a balanced budget i'm not making this up that's what they 
promised the american people and we're going to hang this thing around their neck this fall [Applause] let me 
give it to you another way if i can a fellow knocks on your door and says he wants to manage your finances 
and he's got a new plan and what he proposes is that he's going to cut down your income by 30 percent 
you're going to have a lot more money to spend on things you want and 30 tells you you're going to balance 
the family budget and get out of debt now any kind of a sensible american any kind of a sensible american 
would laugh this guy off the front 
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laugh this guy off the front porch but this is what they're peddling there's an old story about a texan named 
back in the 30s in depression times named papi leo daniel and pappy was running for governor texas and uh 
he'd go to little town with a hillbilly band and he'd play and get get a crowd together and then pretty soon uh 
he'd get up and tell him about his new plan it's going to be 100 given to every family every month so that 
you'd have food and clothes for the little kid and then they'd play some more music and then he'd tell them 
more about the plan a hundred dollars every month and finally in a little town a heckler said just a minute 
papi says where's the state of texas going to get all the money to provide a hundred dollars for every family 
hundred dollars a month and buy shoes and clothes for little children and pappy stared at the heckler for a 
while and he said let's play him another tune boys well if you believe that this funny money kemp roth reagan 
tax plan will work you'll believe that ronald reagan really wanted george bush on his ticket or that john conley 
is really humble truly humble we haven't had this kind of economics since calvin coolidge's time remember 
coolidge said when the great masses cannot find work we have unemployment well that's the kind of logic 
we're getting here today and if coolidge were alive as some famous republican once said he'd be turning 
over in his grave to see what they're doing to republican economic policies businessweek magazine said two 
years ago of the same kemp roth magic money tree and i quote it said it would add 100 billion dollars to the 
deficit that is already dangerously swollen it would touch off an inflationary explosion that would wreck the 
country and impoverish everyone on fixed income the big business people have consistently had the support 
or 
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have consistently had the support or consistently have supported the republican party and they talk a lot 
about competition and free enterprise and the more they talk the less we see of it the big conglomerates 
have always been on the side of the republican but in their hearts they know that it's the small business 
people of america who keep our economy going and they know the truth of the old joke that if you want to 
live like a republican you got to learn to vote democratic democrats don't just preach competition we practice 
it and as i said franklin roosevelt i believe save the free enterprise system and american business has nearly 
always done better under democratic president and business and government have talked a generation 
about deregulation but it was a democratic congress working this last year with president carter and the 
incumbent administration that moved to deregulate the airline industry the trucking industry and we're about 
to deregulate the railroad this party has been for competition for giving small and medium business a better 


piece of the action for letting the new and innovative companies have a chance well we always seem to get 
too much partisan rhetoric in election years the good guys have their convention here and the bad guys out 
in detroit and it's a part of our system that we're all used to and so on but i think the people of america want 
us to get together they want to get government and the working families of america to get going on making 
this system of ours work and we ought to lay it straight and talk it true and not just point the finger of blame 
the truth is that serious difficulties lie ahead of this country and we should not insult the intelligence of the 
american people by holding out some painless kind of quick fix for our economy 
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i believe that history is going to record that we are in a major period of transition more difficult than we've had 
in this century and there are no simplistic answers progress change prosperity we've always had slow growth 
and steady prosperity for our country over the last century took us a hundred years to do the industrial 
revolution and become the first major industrial nation but right after world war ii something very different 
happened to our country just stop and ponder this a minute in the 20 years between 1948 and 1968 the real 
income of working families in america doubled i mean the real income after inflation and after taxes inflation 
was one or two percentage points back in the 50s and 60s all at once we had the jet age and the space age 
and computers and we went to the moon and we built 100 million automobiles and the biggest highway 
system ever constructed and productivity was up every year and my generation thought we had discovered 
the golden fleece we all deserved an annual pay raise and dividends had to go up each year there's 
something wrong with your company and the watch words were more and bigger and better it reminded me 
somewhat of the old song those were the days my friend we thought they'd never end but they did end 
because between 1968 and 1978 the real incomes of american working families didn't double or go up 50 
percent or 25 or 10. the fact is they didn't go up at all in that 10-year period productivity which had been our 
strength was actually down in that time oil production peaked in 1971 and we started on a dangerous diet of 
ever more expensive foreign oil and there's no quick and easy solution we face problems as we change our 
lives to use less energy to rebuild our industrial system and to regain our productivity and get 
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and to regain our productivity and get tough and competitive again sure we need injury sure we need coal 
and more oil and they'll play a part in our future and we're going to go out and find them but along with that 
we're going to have to conserve we're going to have to shift to safe renewable energy sources like solar and 
wind and geothermal and gasohol and all of the red and let me tell you that this democratic congress working 
with this democratic administration have worked together to turn our energy situation around in 1980 due to 
the conservation program of the congress and the administration we'll be using a million barrels a day of oil 
less than it was the case in 1977. this turnaround is is permanent it's important and we're finally heading in 
the right direction on energy conservation my friends rumors have it that we'll still have a quarrel or two to 
settle at this convention and that's nothing new to our democratic party will rogers once said i belong to no 
organized political party i'm a democrat [Applause] and sure we have fights and we kick and yell and scream 
and maybe even scratch a bit but we fight because we're a big diverse party because we've always tried to 
listen up to new ideas republicans want to boast i suppose of the unity they have this year but let them boast 
because it isn't very difficult to you to unify a narrow-based political party which the republicans have become 
[Music] when you watch that convention out in detroit the kind of people contrary the delegates we have here 
tonight were overwhelmingly white nearly all white 71 percent were men and they were the average person 
was middle-aged and then the 45 000 a year income bracket 
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000 a year income bracket and i suppose my friend barry goldwater would seem to most americans a 
genuine conservative mr republican he's been to so many people and yet four years ago this narrow-based 
political party in arizona under control of the reagan forces denied this man a delegate seat at the republican 
convention mr republican wasn't welcome at their convention and you know why the sin barry goldwater had 


committed was to endorse a friend of 30 years a dangerous liberal by the name of gerald ford since lincoln's 
time the republican party has held an honorable place in our history and most of the time the republican party 
was broad-based there were strong conservatives but we uh the republican party had a welcome out for 
moderate easterners like sultan stahl and javits and case and george aiken and all of the others and for 
moderate westerners like the great earl warren and tom kikel and mark hatfield but today we see a 
republican party that is increasingly narrow it's become a party with no left and no center and it's dominated 
by the radical right and it's urging the republican party is urging radical economics at home and dangerously 
belligerent policies abroad there's little there is little room in the republican party for howard baker or a bill 
scranton or george romney or chuck percy or even for mary crisp a great lady from arizona and you know the 
elephants don't forget old grudges and i was shocked to find that they barely had room a few minutes in 
detroit even in a grudging kind of way for a small tribute to a former vice president a nelson rockefeller harry 
truman once said that the differences between democrats are nothing compared to the differences that we 
have with republicans and harry truman was right 
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republicans and harry truman was right so this week while we're arguing among ourselves all of us should 
ask that the fight be clean and that it be fair and all of us should remember that the real battle comes in 
november winston churchill used to tell about the lady member of parliament who was very critical of him and 
finally an exasperation she said sir winston if i were your wife i would put poison in your coffee and he said 
madam if i were your husband i would drink it and so we do have our fights but let none of us poison the well 
here this week in this uphill fight we face we need every part of this democratic coalition in this media age 
political parties seem to be losing strength but this whole donkey is the oldest political party in the world and 
it's alive and respected and let me tell you one more reason why it survived in almost every society like ours 
people tend to divide into two competing philosophies and both philosophies are honorable and both are 
needed and both are the party a part of the mainstream political life it's the ground between the two 35-yard 
lines that they talk about in football game and the conservative philosophy one of these impulses says stop 
and slow down we're losing the oil values and don't change too fast but the liberal or progressive philosophy 
says yes but sure we need to keep the old value but the solutions of yesterday aren't adequate today and 
we've got to make some changes franklin roosevelt compared this kind of society of ours with a tree the tree 
grows and becomes large and after many years dead branches come out and looks unhealthy and the 
radical says cut down that old tree it's no good and the reactionary says don't touch it but the prudent 
progressive and the prudent conservatives say well just a minute there's a lot of good in that old tree 
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that old tree let's get in and prune the dead branches so some new shoots will come out and let's spread a 
little fertilizer around the roots this old tree will help us for many years to come and i think this is why when 
faced with war or depression the working people of america and the solid families of america have chosen 
democrats to lead our party's made mistakes but we've made more advances we've been the party which 
believes that the job of leaders is to lead this party of ours has held power for 32 of the last 48 years because 
we've stood for essentially three three things and you can write them on the back of an envelope one is that 
we have been the party of change consistently during war and depression and crisis of all kind democrats 
are optimists who think the problems can be solved or that at least we ought to try secondly we've been the 
party of the disadvantaged in our society this is the party that cares about the widow in the nursing home 
where the kids grown up and gone away and cares about sick people and poor people and old people and a 
teenager on the street corner looking for work trying to find a decent job the third thing about this party is that 
we've been the institution through which the waves of immigration the blacks the hispanics the jews russians 
and germans and irish and the polls have all worked their way into full partition in american national life and 
i've got a message for a special group of american people here tonight and i'm talking about the 51 women 
of this country finally [Applause] you know finally we had a republican issue where they had been out in front 


since 1940 equal rights has been in the planks of the republican party and they pulled it out this time around 
they're saying to the women of america we love you and we want to be fair to you but don't ask us to put it in 
writing 
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writing and we're going to have something to say the women of america and the people who believed and 
you can send them a message on november four and i want to tell republicans tonight that era doesn't mean 
elect reagan anyway it means equal rights for americans and this party is committed to see the era through 
as long as it takes somebody once said if there's a way to lose it the democrats will find it but i don't think 
we're going to do that this year someone tells the story of the tourist in up in the state of maine who came to 
two crossroads and the one going this way the sign said to augusta and the one going this way the sign said 
to augusta and the tourists shouted across the fence to an old farmer out there said does it make any 
difference which road i take and the old farmer yelled back not to me it don't well our history says that this 
year we can choose one of two roads in 1980 and the one we choose will make a difference first we can 
follow the path of 1968 when that beloved american hubert humphrey wrought lost to richard nixon and when 
some said that there wasn't any difference between humphrey and nixon and when a lot of us here in this 
room know that if we've done just a little bit more we could have made the difference in that election and how 
this beloved hubert humphrey this great man would have made a difference in people's lives in war and 
peace and jobs and all of the rest well that's one road and the other road let me tell you about was in 1948 
when harry truman was certain to be defeated he was a joke his campaign was a joke there was no way he 
could win 
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a joke there was no way he could win and there were two independent parties running that year one to the 
left of him and one of the right yet we rallied around this good simple and courageous man who knew where 
he wanted this country to go and who had the leadership to take us there and so as we leave this hall this 
week let's remember both stories i suggest the road to follow is the path of forgiveness and magnanimity and 
the path of democrats pulling together putting our differences behind us for the sake of a better country if 
we're going to have some fights this week so be it that we should insist that there be no low blows that we 
fight fair and we've made a good start today with the kind of debate we had this afternoon and you know if 
you don't feel unified by all that goes on here by thursday let me recommend dr udall's patented unity 
medicine just take one tablespoon of it and anything will do it can be water or milk or beer or whatever turns 
you on but take one tablespoon and close your eyes and say i want president ronald reagan now if that won't 
unify us i don't know what will and another piece of advice fellow democrats don't let them divide us don't let 
conservationists and labor split off we have the same interests don't let the consumer interests and the 
farmers get fighting each other don't divide the blacks from the whites or let them divide the sun belt people 
from the snow bill let's reach out to sensible republicans and independents and share our views will rogers 
once visited the white house and calvin coolidge said will tell me the latest jokes and will roger said i don't 
have to mr president you have appointed them well the republican nominees are no jokes and their platform 
is known as no joke they are deadly serious and we're talking about the future of this country we're talking 
about the kind of country 
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we're talking about the kind of country we're going to have for our children and about where we're going and 
what our whether our sons and daughters will be drafted for another war americans are not ready to wreck 
this economy with crazy schemes like i talked about earlier americans are not ready to give up on a healthy 
environment americans want firm policies against the soviet union but no reckless arms race the americans 
are willing to accept discipline and change they know we have to change but they want a fair and 
compassionate government they would like to see a balanced budget and waste eliminated alvin barkley you 
remember the great senator from kentucky who was harry truman's running mate [Applause] he used to tell 


the story the young man who was hitchhiking up in the mountains in moonshine country one night an old 
moonshiner came along in a pickup and gave him a ride and they bounced a ways down the road the old 
man said son there's a jug under the seat take it out the boy took out the bottle and he said have a drink and 
the boy said i really wouldn't care for one thank you very much the old man pulled a gun and held it on him 
and said have a dream and the boy said well under those circumstances i don't mind if i do they took a big 
drink out of the bottle it felt like his teeth were coming loose and his stomach was unhinged and he gasped 
for a while the old man handed him the gun and said now you hold a gun on me and i will take a dream well 
my point is that let's let's uh point the finger this week at he in our midst who strikes the low blow and let's 
learn to be gentle with each other as democrat for this november that could make the difference back during 
the celebration of the bicentennial as thousands of people poured into washington to see the fireworks on the 
night of our 200th birthday i drove past one of the family places where they were parked along the river and 
an old man had placed on a window a sign and that sign said america ain't perfect but we're not done yet 
and i think that old man kind of said it all [Applause] 
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america is never done like a painting or a poem this nation we love will only survive if each generation of 
loving caring americans will care enough to change things to suit their times and whether these each 
generation has the good sense to carry forward the old values of thrift and hard work and compassion and 
freedom and family these values which are just as good now as they were 200 years ago let's have a great 
convention let's win one this year thank you very much [Applause] congressman morris udall of arizona 
having concluded his the keynote speech at this democratic convention here in new york city that was mo 
udall's joke book for 1980. it's a good way to put it i think the uh the number of jokes in that keynote speech 
is probably higher than anyone that i can remember hardly a paragraph went by without one he told every 
political joke you've ever heard for the last 25 years right and as you said earlier this is this hall is a poor 
place to tell jokes hey they can't hear b they're too spread out a professional comic wouldn't want to work in a 
room like that on the other hand i think congressman udall's prose is admirably simple and direct and free of 
cliche we've got coming up later this evening right at almost at the end of the program now but there will be a 
speech about the equal rights amendment to the constitution and a demonstration associated with it and 
we'll have all that after this [Music] now judy woodruff is talking to ham jordan of the white house staff judy 
yes we're talking 
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white house staff judy yes we're talking with hamilton jordan who is the formerly president one at a time one 
time well president carter called and said that senator kennedy had called him early the evening after the 
rules vote informed him that it was his intention to to make a statement that he would not have his name 
placed in nomination they agreed in that conversation that the important thing for the country for the party 
was to begin to work to unify that part the party and to win the november election so we are gratified at 
senator kennedy's gracious statement in posture and his pledge to help us unify this party and win this 
election how can you put aside eight months of animosity this quickly the great strength of the democratic 
party is this diversity we're made up of many types of people with different interests it is inevitable at a 
democratic convention that all those peoples and groups with different interests will come together and fight 
hard for the things that they believe in but when it's all over and done with the differences that we have within 
the party pale in comparison to the differences that we have with the republican party its platform and its 
candidates how strongly do you expect senator kennedy to to campaign for the president that's the question 
you'll have to uh director senator kennedy uh senator kennedy is a popular figure in the democratic party uh 
we obviously would hope that he could uh could be very active but that's a question he'll have to address 
next for your campaign what is next for you again i have i have every hope based on uh the conversation 
that president senator kennedy had that he will be active in in unifying the party and helping us campaign but 
senator kennedy will have to how badly do you want them one at a time you're assuming the worst i'm 
assuming 
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you're assuming the worst i'm assuming that senator kenny wants us to help us unify this party i i hope that 
he will play an active role in unifying the party i hope that he will be active in carrying the message of this 
party and his platform to the american people in november elections how much accommodation do you think 
can be reached on the planet this way i can get three bad questions and i have a choice as to which one i'll 
answer how much accommodation can be reached on the platform well i have to wait and see uh uh we'll 
talk with the kennedy campaign in the morning we have obviously some differences we we may or may not 
be able to resolve those on those differences mr jordan the fact that he is now pulled out will he have any 
clout when he's talking with you how much you even listen to him we will pay great attention to senator 
kennedy's concerns having said that uh he has issues that are of interest and concern to him we have 
positions that are not in every instance compatible so we'll just have to wait and see i've got the rest of this 
convention just a coronation mr jordan what the rest of this convention just to coronation i don't think so it's 
uh we have serious things to discuss we have a platform to discuss we have a good program tomorrow night 
we have speeches by the vice president the president uh thursday night after nomination so uh no it's it's 
there's still a lot of serious business including the era demonstration which is about to begin on the floor 
what's next for the carter campaign we'll uh uh take some time off after the convention to reflect on the things 
that happened here at this convention to take the necessary steps to unify this party and to plan for the fall 
campaign thank you we're talking with hamilton jordan formerly white house chief of staff now the deputy 
campaign manager for the carter campaign this is judy woodruff at the carter command post now to david 
brinkley thank you judy the era demonstration here on the floor will begin shortly and we'll be here for that 
we'll be back in a moment [Music]

declaring that all men and all women are created equal and that they are endowed by their creator with 
certain inalienable rights we now champion the cause of the equal rights amendment every one of you and 


we salute you this night for the work that you have done and we challenge you to continue until victory is 
ours thank you so much abby wyatt addressing the convention on the subject of equal rights and there on 
the floor of the convention you will see a number of women who did in fact turn out in white dresses with the 
sapphire colored 
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white dresses with the sapphire colored sash say e-r-a there's a little parade beginning over to the speaker's 
left marching now in front of the roster and they did manage to come up with white dresses didn't they look 
very nice some of them were upset because they were placed after the keynote speech some of these 
women felt they deserved to be on pardon me in an earlier hour in the evening but this is where they ended 
up on the schedule well one of them said john let's see where is it quote as usual the women are last now 
we're going to garrett cutler in the virginia delegation of linda robb daughter of former president johnson a 
wife the current lieutenant governor of virginia dressed in white at the republican convention in detroit era 
was a big issue the problems did not endorse it you of course are behind it here at this convention do you 
think it's a politically speaking a cutting issue is it going to make any difference really in terms of votes this 
winter so the era is important to all people democrats as well as republicans and i'm sorry that the 
republicans left their women and where do they go those good republican women who care about equal 
rights i feel sorry for the merry christmas and the ellie petersons and i wish that it was in their platform as it's 
in ours and i don't think era is a partisan issue but i think that it's important for the democrats to show how 
much they care about us this year and i'm proud that we are is there any difference between carter support 
and kennedy's support for era as far as the women support for ern he's been a good friend of women and so 
has the president and i'm glad that we have people in the democratic party will stand up for women now you 
come from a a family of political families with deep political 
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political families with deep political roots you know realities the problems of dealing with questions like this 
era has been up before the nation for many years now do you think it really has a chance of being ratified 
well as you can see here tonight there are lots of people who feel very strongly about it and i think we should 
have the equal rights commitment and i look for its passage soon thank you very much from virginia now 
over to chris wallace and i'm on the floor with sarah weddington who's an assistant to the president and one 
of the interesting things about this demonstration is that it has the full blessing of the white house why is that 
well because the president is so much in favor of era and we've spent a lot of time this year holding briefings 
in the white house doing phone calls sending messages from the president it's one of the key platforms of 
the democratic party and we want to show the contrast between the democratic platform and the republicans 
the republicans make sawdust out of the e.r.a but the democrats are going to help get it passed do you think 
it's going to be a big issue in the fall i think it is going to be a big issue because i think the women of this 
country and many men as well care very much about the principle of equality and that's what this represents 
there's another issue involving women on this floor that's minority report number 10 which would uh make it 
prevent the democratic party from giving any funds to democratic candidates who are against the era how 
does the white house feel about that well it's not an issue of being poor against era we're all for the era but 
we do believe that you should not put something in the platform that says you cannot support a democrat on 
that one issue when the person the democrats running against may well be a republican who opposes era 
who is a part of a party that would try to kill the era and at least the democrats could help on a lot of other 
issues could help elect democratic leadership in some of these states that could help us we just think it's the 
wrong tactic on an issue that we all want past the era sarah thanks very much more people here 
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sarah thanks very much more people here on the floor now that have been in about an hour now david we'll 
have more action than i've had in about an hour chris thank you we'll be back in a moment [Music] down 
there all evening long and have been following senator kennedy and jimmy carter all year long are going to 


give us a few final words i think i'd like to start with tom brokaw tom what are your thoughts about all this well 
my thoughts are that senator kennedy did just what i thought he would do he carried it back to the end of the 
political reality he came face to face with it then he bought out gracefully and with great class he was always 
operating under the ufo theory john in american politics the unforeseen could occur and when it did not occur 
he then did what a lot of people expected him to do he did it with i thought a lot of class and a lot of courage 
and he'll now join hands with jimmy carter although a lot of his supporters will find it hard to swallow for a 
couple of days at least i do think that it will mean unity for this convention there is kind of as a story it's a kind 
of a hindenburg it crashed and burned about two hours ago gary everyone impressed me tonight of what we 
all knew and that is the efficiency of the carter organization kennedy really went nowhere on this floor tonight 
in terms of getting votes the entire people were out here they were well organized they were tough they were 
telling their people we want you to tow the mark and i think if ronald reagan the republicans had any doubts 
about how tough the carter people can be during a campaign uh tonight was a good example of what they 
can do they had to produce tonight and they did the clips were cracking all over the floor and they got the 
results they wanted you know there was a lot of talk tonight about unity but i think the thing i'll remember is 
that was the herd in the face of some of those kennedy people uh paul tully one of the best organizers for 
kennedy so good they put him in all their toughest states and ironically tonight pennsylvania his state put 
carter over the top afterwards he wouldn't do an interview but we talked off camera 
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but we talked off camera he was fighting back tears he said it didn't hurt so bad now in a couple of weeks it 
would hurt terribly but uh could he support jimmy carter he said well no he couldn't that the campaign was 
over So a lot of people here were talking unity but uh not everybody tom pettit well i think eric is right the floor 
operation of the carter machine was ominous the kennedy people just could not cope with that just one 
observation it seemed to me except for perhaps this era demonstration around us there's been no zest in this 
convention there's been no passion either by the kennedy people or by the carter people it is a dull kind of 
meeting i hate to say that but i think that to be the case one woman leaving here tonight turned to me and 
said this is the second republican national convention within one month tom thank you very much thank all of 
you for the usual good work it's incredible teddy kennedy said to himself teddy kennedy said to himself along 
about last january i suppose well i'll hang in there because maybe the president will be low in the polls 
maybe the economy will be in trouble and maybe there'll be some foreign difficulty that'll mess it up well the 
president is lower than anybody ever has been at this stage of a president's life in the polls the economy is in 
trouble and his brother billy is giving him fits and yet no teddy kennedy and it's jimmy carter day here in the 
garden in one session the uh the democrats have found out who their nominee will be they already knew 
who the republicans nominee would be and they have really very little to worry about on that score except for 
john anderson whom they see is a spook in the attic stumbling around and rattling chains they don't know 
what he will do whatever it is we will be here tomorrow with the session bringing you all of it with our four 
floor men and whatever else may happen in the meantime thank you for being with us and good night
